Two gay 
prisoners are 
at center of 
parole debate

S eventeen years ago, 29-year-old 
Mark Smith’s life in the gay West 
Hollywood cocaine-fueled fast 
lane came to an abrupt halt. The 
evening of Feb¬ 
ruary 1, 1985, 
began at a luxu¬ 
ry suite in the 
Le Mondrian 
Hotel on Sunset 
Boulevard and 
ended in a creek 
in rural Topan- 
ga Canyon - 
with murder. 

According to 
witnesses, 

Smith and 
Kevin Leigh, 21, left the hotel with a 
third acquaintance who had been 
staying at the hotel, 28-year-old Rick 
Diamonon. They cruised around in a 
limousine and ended up in Topanga 
Canyon. Smith and Leigh accused Di¬ 
amonon of selling tainted cocaine. 
The trio argued and Diamonon was 
dragged out of the limo. Shots were 
fired. Smith and Leigh returned with¬ 
out Diamonon. Others who were rid¬ 
ing in the limo said Leigh’s clothes 
were wet when he came back. 

Three days later, a hiker found Di- 
amonon’s body in a creek. He had 
been shot and the coroner later ruled 
that the cause of death was drowning. 

Smith was eventually convicted of 
second-degree murder and was sen¬ 
tenced to 16-years-to-life. He now 
suffers from several life-threatening 
diseases. 

Smith, now 46, and another gay 
prisoner, Robert Rosenkrantz, 33, are 
at the center of a closely watched legal 
showdown with Governor Gray Davis 
over parole. Their fates are in the 
hands of the California Supreme 
Court, which is due to issue its land¬ 
mark rulings on the cases later this 
spring. 

Smith has AIDS, dementia, cancer, 
Parkinson’s disease, and heart disease. 
The Board of Prison Terms, which has 
approved parole for only about 1 per¬ 
cent of eligible inmates, ordered 
Smith freed two years ago but the 
governor blocked his release, calling 
Smith “a person with little regard for 
human life.” 

Last month, Los Angeles County 
Superior Court Judge Keith Schwartz 
ruled that Davis illegally and unfairly 
blocked Smith’s parole and ordered 
his release. In a stinging seven-page 
rebuke of the governor, Schwartz 
wrote that Davis exaggerated Smith’s 
criminal record and that the governor 
incorrectly asserted that Smith shot 
the victim.

F or most consumers, witnessing Aber¬ 
crombie & Fitch’s pathetic display of 
racism-for-profit last week was offensive, 
and the corporation’s apology and re¬ 
call of the shirts were seen as 
a good sign. Shirts 
pulled off 
Abercrombie 
shelves in¬ 
cluded slanty- 
eyed faces with 
logos proclaim¬ 
ing, “Wong 
Brothers Laundry: 

Two Wongs Can 
Make It White;” 
and “Wok-N- 
Bowl: Let the 
Good Times 
Roll,” a play on 
the perception 
that Asian im¬ 
migrants can¬ 
not pro¬ 
nounce r- 
sounds. 

But for 
LGBT Asians, most 
of whom are quite 
skilled at recognizing de¬ 
mographic marketing 
and the many layers of 
discrimination, the de¬ 
bacle went far beyond 
what was reported as a 
careless blunder. 

The racist shirts are, 
after all, plentiful and 
blatant, and the contro¬ 
versy conveniently oc¬ 
curred right before the 
company’s summer cata¬ 
log arrived in the mail. 

People can even pur¬ 
chase any number of 
Abercrombie’s turn-of- 
last-century Asian depictions at online auc¬ 
tion sites for hundreds of dollars. 

“What I’ve realized from this whole inci¬ 
dent is how closely related racism and homo¬ 


phobia can be,” said Denise Tang, associate di¬ 
rector of community services at the Asian Pa¬ 
cific Islander Wellness Center. “They picked 
Asians because they perceived us as passive, 
and didn’t think we would protest. If we’re so 
cute to make fun of, where will they draw the 
line? Will queers be next?” 

What has been most telling to some 
Asian Americans is the Aber¬ 
crombie response to the 
public outrage. 

Spokesman Hamp¬ 
ton Carney, with 
Paul Wilmot 
Communica¬ 
tions in 
New York, 
first told re¬ 
porters that 
the company 
designed the shirts 
for “Asians with a sense of 
humor,” then pointed out 
that the company “makes 
fun of everybody” from 
foreign waitresses to taxi 
drivers alike. 

Carney did not return 
calls from the Bay Area 
Reporter seeking com¬ 
ment. 

“If that was marketing 
to Asians, then it was try¬ 
ing to capitalize on 
young, politically un¬ 
aware Asians,” said Esther 
Lee, a Korean American 
legislative aide with state 
Senator John Burton’s of¬ 
fice (D-San Francisco). 
“It’s colonialist fashion. 
They tried to put out 
what they know as white 
men or corporate Amer¬ 
ica, and they came up 
with a mirror of the 
racism in everybody 
there.” 

Indeed, if Abercrom¬ 
bie were trying to market to Asians, it would 
be a first: not a single Asian model appears in 
the recent summer catalog that boasts no

youth stay 
afloat

F or San Francisco resident Jae Moore, a 
19-year-old lesbian, living at home with 
her mother wasn’t getting her any¬ 
where. Her only responsibilities each 
day: to wake up and to go to bed. 

So a month ago she decided to pack up 
her things and moved into Ark House, a 
transitional housing program for queer 
youth located in the Castro. 

“I needed to learn responsibility,” said 
Moore. “Living with my mother I didn’t 
have to do nothing.” 

Over the next six months, Moore will 
have time to decide what she wants to do 
with her life. She said she wants to look for 
a job and perhaps enroll in school so that 
one day she can become a lawyer. 

“Right now I am pretty indecisive,” she 
said. “I don’t know if I want to stay here or 
leave to go to New Mexico.” 

It has been more than a year since Ark 
House opened its doors in the Castro to youth 
like Moore. Housed inside the former City 
Athletic Club building between Market and 
17th streets, the transitional housing program 
has offered an alternative to living on the 
streets to more than 35 queer youth. Current¬ 
ly, the program has 12 residents and expects 
to fill its three remaining spots by mid-May. 

“Ark House is not run like a shelter. It is 
important to me it be as close to a home as 
possible,” said Franzetta Houston, chief op¬ 
erating officer for Ark of Refuge, who over¬ 
sees the nonprofit’s housing programs. 

Houston, or “Momma Fran” as the resi¬ 
dents call her, has been in charge of the pro¬ 
gram since last fall. For her it is more than 
just a job. 

Every Wednesday night she joins the res¬ 
idents for dinner at six o’clock. Like with any 
other household, the weekly gathering is a 
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B erkeley lesbian and activist Kate Raphael, who earlier this month spent time in a West Bank Pales¬ 
tinian refugee camp, addressed an anti-war demonstration held in San Francisco April 20. The 
march and rally drew more than 25,000 people in support of Palestine and peace in the Middle East. 
Raphael is scheduled to report back on her trip to Bethlehem Friday, April 26, at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Women's Building in San Francisco.

Horizons names new 
director; receives grant

W ith the hiring of a new ex¬ 
ecutive director and the 
announcement it has re¬ 
ceived a $750,000 grant from the 
California Endowment, the Hori¬ 
zons Foundation is now focused 
on expanding its services over the 
coming years. 

After a five-month search for a 
new executive director, the founda¬ 
tion’s board of directors hired Roger 
Doughty. Doughty, who starts at 
Horizons in early May, succeeds 
Peter Teague, who announced his 
resignation last November.

tion and sexual orientation. 

“Horizons has a rich history of 
innovative catalytic support for the 
Bay Area’s LGBT community, and 
I’m deeply honored to have the op¬ 
portunity to build on that history,” 
added Doughty.

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Migden tables California fertility bill

L esbians who want to con¬ 
ceive children became recent 
scapegoats for the case to 
defeat a piece of healthcare legis¬ 
lation that addressed the high cost 
of fertility treatments for patients 
in need. 

AB1826, authored by Assembly¬ 
woman Carole Migden (D-San 
Francisco), was tabled last week due 
to growing opposition over the bill’s 
price tag. The bill - which would 
have required insurance companies 
to cover in vitro fertilization and 
fertility treatments for all eligible 
women - could have raised insur¬ 
ance premiums by as much as 5 
percent, according to reports. 

But the high expense was not 
nearly as interesting to the media 
and some politicians as the fact 


that the legislation included a 
clause to cover women “who are 
unable to conceive through means 
other than intercourse.” 

This phrase allowed opponents 
to call the bill “irresponsible,” and 
sent a handful of media outlets 
into a homophobia-tinted frenzy. 

“Precisely who in the eyes of 
Migden’s 1826 would be officially 
infertile?” the Bee newspapers in 
Sacramento, Modesto, and Fresno 
asked on April 18. “Among others, 
women who are unable to con¬ 
ceive ‘through means other than 
intercourse.’” 

The editorial then nudged 
readers to let their minds “wander 
over the range of possibilities cov¬ 
ered by that phrase.” 

Another Sacramento Bee opin¬ 
ion piece, written earlier last week 
by columnist Daniel Weintraub, 
stated, “There’s even a bill to re¬ 


quire coverage for fertility treat¬ 
ments. And it’s written in a way 
that some suggest would make it 
applicable to lesbians who want to 
conceive a child.” 

And a cartoon in the Sacra¬ 
mento Bee on April 19 depicted 
Migden in her office holding a 
turkey baster, standing above a 
women in stirrups. 

For Migden, objections to 
AB1826 based on prioritizing the 
state’s most life-threatening health 
gaps seemed reasonable and 
workable, according to her 
spokesman Eric Potashner. But 
using lesbian conception as the 
bait to suggest the bill’s frivolous 
nature, he said, went too far. 

Also noteworthy, according to 
Migden’s office, is the fact that more 
than 90 percent of the bill’s benefi¬ 
ciaries probably would have been 
married, heterosexual women. ▼ 
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Drop in anti-gay 
hate crimes reported

jP - n the surface the statistics 
j| : I sound promising. Overall, 
incidents of anti-gay attacks 
decreased by 12 percent national¬ 
ly in 2001, according to a report 
by the National Coalition of Anti- 
Violence Programs. 

But anti-violence activists cau¬ 
tioned the numbers do not reflect 
reality. America is not any safer 
today than it was two years ago for 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgen¬ 
der people, they say. 

“No, it is not safer,” said Tina 
D’Elia, director of the hate violence 
survivor program at Community 
United Against Violence. “Though 
I think that we can see [these num¬ 
bers] as a glimmer of hope.” 

While the number of reported 
incidents fell in nine reporting lo¬ 
cations, three areas reported in¬ 
creases: Los Angeles, Colorado, 
and Columbus, Ohio. Also, the re¬ 
port cautions that “an overriding 
concern expressed by reporting 
agencies and borne out by the de¬ 
crease in reported incidents is that 
of insufficient staffing and fund¬ 
ing resources available to anti-vio¬ 
lence organizations.” 

The report concludes, “This 
was perhaps more the case for 
those programs reporting the 
most significant decreases in re¬ 
ported incidents.” 

San Francisco reported 317

cases of GLBT hate violence in 
2001, down 24 percent from the 
total of 415 reported in 2000. The 
2000 incidence rate represented 
the highest level of hate crime and 
violence in the region since 1996. 

“It in no way means we have 
ended the violence,” said D’Elia, 
whose offices were recently a tar¬ 
get of anti-Arab attacks. “It is in¬ 
stitutionalized. It is systematic.” 

Even with the city’s police de¬ 
partment’s special unit devoted to 
investigating hate crimes, one in¬ 
vestigator said the decrease in 


cases does not paint a true picture 
of the number of anti-gay hate 
crimes in the city. 

“Hate crimes are very under¬ 
reported,” said Inspector Tim Ar¬ 
mour of the San Francisco Police 
Department’s Hate Crimes Unit. 
“If you are a victim of a hate 
crime, please come forward and 
report it.” 

Last year, 380 individuals were 
the direct victims of harassment, 
intimidation, or assault due to 
GLBT hate violence. CUAV found 
that in 2001, there were 83 reports 
involving female victims, 199 in¬ 
volving male victims. Transgender 
victims comprised 66 cases, with 
male-to-females accounting for 
54, and female-to-males 12 cases. 

According to the report, the 
most incidents of anti-gay attacks 
occurred in the Tenderloin, where 
43 cases were reported, and the Mis¬ 
sion, where 39 cases were reported. 

CUAV’s statistics also showed 
that last year proved to be espe¬ 
cially dangerous for Arab/South 
Asian and Middle Eastern GLBT 
people. The number of bias inci¬ 
dents against Arab/Middle East¬ 
ern victims increased from two 
cases in 2000 to 10 in 2001. It was 
the largest increase CUAV has seen 
in four years.

C hurch and 18th, April 21, 
3:15 a.m.: Police responded 
to a fight between a man 
and a woman on the corner of 
18th and Church. When they ar¬ 
rived, they met with a woman 
who was bleeding from 
the head. The man she 
was fighting with had 
already fled in a red 
Ford pickup truck. 

The woman told po¬ 
lice she was a sex 
trade worker who 
was picked up by 
the man in the 
truck on the cor¬ 
ner of 14th and Va¬ 
lencia. When they reached 18th 
and Church the man demanded 
his money back and began to hit 
her over the head with a steering 
wheel locking device. The woman 
got out of the truck and the man 
sped away. As officers were taking 
their report, a neighbor ap¬ 
proached them and said that she 
had heard the commotion and 
began to tape the incident from 
her second story window. The 
tape revealed several inconsisten¬ 
cies in the woman’s story. The 
woman jumped on the man’s 
back. As the man tried to push her 
off, she held on. He then hit her 


several times with the car club. 
The woman still held onto him, 
trying to get inside the truck. As 
the man sped away, the woman 
ran after him, banging on the side 
of the door. 

The suspect, described as a 
white male, 45 years old, 6 feet tall 
and 230 pounds, with black 
hair wearing all dark 
clothing, was last seen 
driving westbound on 
18th toward Castro. 
The woman was treat¬ 
ed for abrasions by 
paramedics and re¬ 
leased at the scene. 

Bash-’n-run 

400 block of 
Castro, April 21, 2 
a.m.: A man reported while walk¬ 
ing southbound on the 400 block 
of Castro after the bars closed, a 
stranger ran up behind him, 
yelled, “Fucking faggot” and then 
shoved him with both hands. The 
blow forced him to the sidewalk, 
causing scrapes to his hands. The 
victim told police he was able to 
get up and run away but the sus¬ 
pect chased him up Castro. When 
they reached Harvey Milk Plaza, 
several other people were around 
and the assailant ran down the 
steps of the Muni plaza. Described 
as an Hispanic male, 30-35 years 
old, 5 feet 7 inches, 165 pounds, 


the suspect was last seen wearing a 
dark colored jacket over a black 
shirt with white print and dark 
pants. 

Head games 

Fronting Marcello’s Pizza, April 
20, 2:05 p.m.: While on routine 
patrol, an officer observed a man 
sitting on the sidewalk who had 
an active stay-away order from the 
Castro. The officer could tell that 
the man had been drinking heav¬ 
ily. Concerned for his safety, the 
officer asked him if he was in¬ 
jured. Angry, the man looked at 
the officer and stated, “Leave me 
alone, I’m not bothering anyone,” 
and began to bang his head on the 
sidewalk. The officer handcuffed 
the man and then placed his 
hands behind his neck to keep 
him from hitting his head. The 
man spit at the officer. The officer 
called for back-up and the 48- 
year-old man, arrested 26 times in 
the past year, was transported to 
jail and booked for battery on a 
police officer, violation of a stay 
away order, and public intoxica¬ 
tion. T

Florida battle in SF for panel

I f you were coming of age in 
America in 1977, and you were 
queer, the odds are good that 
your attentions - if not your feet 
- were directed toward San Fran¬ 
cisco. If you made it here, you 
were probably one of the 125,000 
people who turned out for San 
Francisco’s Pride Parade, where 
the gay rights movement in Amer¬ 
ica reached critical mass for the 
first time. 

And if you had to point to one 
thing that caused the explosion, it 
probably would have been the bat¬ 
tle over Miami’s gay rights protec¬ 
tions. In February 1977, Anita 
Bryant, a Miss America runner-up, 
singer, and spokeswoman for the 
Florida Citrus Growers Associa¬ 
tion, started a campaign to repeal 
the gay civil rights ordinance that 
Miami’s Dade County Commis¬ 
sion had enacted the month before. 
She called it the “Save our Chil¬ 
dren” campaign. But by the time 
she had won at the polls, a few 
weeks before San Francisco’s pa¬ 
rade, she had also managed to fix 
herself as an icon of bigotry in the 
minds of the thousands who 
marched in protest, spontaneously, 
down San Francisco’s Market Street 
to City Hall on a day that would be¬ 
come known as “Orange Tuesday.” 

“It was a very exciting time. 
And very scary,” said Paula Licht- 
enberg, who, on Wednesday May 
1, will moderate a 25th anniver¬ 
sary panel discussion sponsored 
by the GLBT Historical Society of 
Northern California about those 
pivotal events in 1977. 

“We were being attacked, and 
children were very much part of 
this thing,” said Lichtenberg, who 
co-chaired the successful cam¬ 
paign against the 1977 Briggs ini¬ 
tiative that would have barred gays 
and lesbians from teaching in Cal-

ifornia schools. 

In the same year, Jeanne Jul- 
lion, a lesbian mother, took the 
private fight for custody of her 
two sons to the public. “Judges 
were telling good mothers that 
their children could not stay with 
them. Jeanne wasn’t an activist, 
but she was one of the first les¬ 
bians to be very public,” Lichten¬ 
berg said. “People came to her 
support who had never been ac¬ 
tive before.” 

Jullion spoke at the parade that 
year; and “Bring the Boys Home,” 
the campaign to help with her 
legal defense, had a contingent in 
the parade. 

“There were about 80 LGBT 
organizations in the parade pro¬ 
gram in 1976,” said Lichtenberg. 
“In 1977 there were well over 
200.” Among the groups started 
that year were San Francisco’s 
Theater Rhinoceros and the Les¬ 
bian Rights Project, which later 
became the National Center for 
Lesbian Rights. 

“It was about things that we 
take for granted now. It was scary 
because we were just beginning to 
educate people. But we were start¬ 
ing with really basic stuff,” said 
Lichtenberg. “We didn’t have Will 
& Grace? 


That march to city hall was 
called Orange Tuesday because of 
the boycott of Florida orange juice 
that Bryant prompted. Bryant was 
fired from her job as spokes¬ 
woman for the orange growers be¬ 
cause of the controversy, but it 
wasn’t until 1998, 11 years later, 
that the Dade County Commis¬ 
sion reenacted the gay rights pro¬ 
tections. 

“It’s still going on,” said Licht¬ 
enberg. 

Earlier this year Alabama Chief 
Justice Roy Moore ruled that the 
three children of a lesbian mother 
should be in the custody of their 
straight father because, as Moore 
stated in his opinion, the lives of 
gay and lesbian people are “abhor¬ 
rent,” “immoral,” “detestable,” and 
“an intolerable evil.” 

“But it was a very exciting 
time,” said Lichtenberg. “The love 
that dare not speak its name 
wouldn’t shut up. We felt empow¬ 
ered, and, of course, it was disco.” 

Wednesday’s panel discussion 
takes place from 7-9 p.m. in the 
Rainbow Room of the San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT Community Center at 
1800 Market Street. Participants 
will include Jullion, lesbian rights 
pioneer Pat Norman, gay union 
organizer Howard Wallace who 
went to Miami to fight Bryant, 
and Christopher Lonc-Marzec, 
who is in the movie Gay USA 
from which excerpts, featuring the 
parade, will be shown during the 
panel. The event is free. 

The panel discussion is part of 
an ongoing 25th anniversary exhi¬ 
bition entitled “Butterflies and 
Oranges” about the events of 
1977. The exhibit will continue 
through May 15 at both the GLBT 
Historical Society, 973 Market 
Street, Suite 400 (Tuesdays-Satur- 
days, 1-5 p.m.) and at the Hormel 
Center at the San Francisco Public 
Library, Larkin and Grove streets, 
during regular library hours.

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Weekend fires in Castro

H pair of unrelated fires in 
the Castro last weekend 
& gutted a home and has 
temporarily closed Harvey’s 
restaurant and bar. 

The first fire broke out just 
after 7 p.m. on Saturday, April 20, 
in the kitchen area of Harvey’s at 
18th and Castro. The blaze spread 
through the walls and ceiling, 
scorching the offices above. The 
San Francisco Fire Department 
dispatched a second alarm to 
help them bring the stubborn 
blaze under control. Although 
the fire damage itself was rela¬ 
tively minimal, water damage 
from the building’s sprinklers 
and from the fire-fighting efforts 
was more extensive. 

SFFD spokesman Pete Howes 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
the department estimates the fire 
damage at $25,000 for the struc¬ 
ture and $25,000 for contents. 
He said that although the exact 
cause of the blaze was unknown, 
it was accidental. 

The building occupied by 
Harvey’s also houses a number of 
other businesses, including The 
Body Shop, Tully’s Coffee, and 
Escape from New York Pizza. The 
building is owned by Paul Lang¬ 
ley, who also owns Harvey’s. Al¬ 
though some of the other busi¬ 
nesses had some smoke and 
water damage, Harvey’s was the 
hardest hit. 

The landmark restaurant and 
bar, better known for its previous 
incarnation as the Elephant Walk, 


shut down immediately after the 
incident and at press time, no es¬ 
timate was available for when it 
would reopen. Manager Kevin 
Kropp said he plans to meet with 
employees this week after he con¬ 
sults with contractors to give 
them an idea when they would be 
able to return to work. He said 
he’s very concerned that many of 
his 25-30 workers won’t be able 
to pay the rent if they don’t find 
other employment. 

“Everyone’s scared to death,” 
Kropp said. “If they tell us this is 
going to take three months to fix, 
there’s no outlet in the insurance 
policy to pay everyone not to 
work.” 

Kropp noted that the worst 
damage to his business was not 
the fire, but the water damage. 
He said water had seeped into 
the building’s sheet rock and 
would have to be replaced. 

Kropp hoped that the con¬ 
tractors could work to quickly 
reopen Harvey’s but he said he 
anticipated the biggest obstacle 
to getting reopen quickly will be 
the city bureaucracy. 

“Dealing with the city so 
often, I’m not terribly opti¬ 
mistic” the manager said. He 
noted that just after the fire, the 
Department of Public Works was 
after him to have the debris that 
the Fire Department piled on the 
street in front of his business re¬ 
moved. 

“Our restaurant is burned 
and our business is shut down 
right now and the only thing I 
hear from the city is get your 
crap off the street,” Kropp said. 


“It’s not a friendly environment 
and the city certainly is not try¬ 
ing to help you get up and open.” 

Kropp added that he was also 
concerned of the ripple effect 
Harvey’s temporary closure 
would have on the charity events 
it hosts. 

The second fire in the upper 
Castro on Sunday night, April 
21, left four people homeless. 
The blaze was first reported at 
6:06 p.m. and quickly went to 
two alarms. By the time the Fire 
Department arrived three min¬ 
utes later, the two-story home on 
333 Caselli Avenue, near Market 
and 19th streets, was already 
fully engulfed in flames. The fire 
was so intense that smoke could 
be seen from the East Bay. 

Howes told the B.A.R. that al¬ 
though the home appeared to be 
gutted, he didn’t know if any of 
it could be restored or if it would 
have to be completely torn down. 
He said his department’s damage 
estimate was put at $200,000 for 
damage to the home and $10,000 
for contents. The fire was so in¬ 
tense, that it scorched two neigh¬ 
boring homes, causing $15,000 
in damage to one and $3,000 in 
damage to the other. 

A man, woman, and two chil¬ 
dren lived in the home, accord¬ 
ing to Howes. They were away 
when the fire broke out, but re¬ 
turned while the Fire Depart¬ 
ment was in the mopping up 
stage. Neighbors said they were 
renting the house. 

Howes said that like the Har¬ 
vey’s fire, the cause of the Caselli 
fire is thought to be accidental. ▼

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Simon says 


M illionaire businessman and Re¬ 
publican gubernatorial candidate 
Bill Simon refuses to release his 
2001 federal and state tax returns, lead¬ 
ing to some speculation that he may have 
something to hide. While not required by 
law, candidates for major office have rou¬ 
tinely released their personal tax return 
information, regardless of whether they 
are Democrat or Republican. This latest 
meltdown by the Simon camp comes on 
the heels of new revelations that the con¬ 
servative candidate has yet another anti¬ 
gay, anti-choice staffer on the payroll. 
Most readers will recall that recently, 
Simon was forced to get rid of Lou Shel¬ 
don’s son, Phil, after it was revealed that 
the younger Sheldon sent out e-mail mes¬ 
sages to prospective GOP primary voters 
indicating that Simon was the candidate 
who would “undo four years of liberal¬ 
ism, homosexuality, and anti-family val¬ 
ues in California at the hands of Gov. 
Gray Davis.” Well, from the looks of 
things, Simon, who has never sought 
public office, is fast becoming his own 
worst enemy. In the seven weeks since his 
upset March primary victory, Simon has 
made several missteps, and has only bol¬ 
stered Governor Gray Davis’s claim that 
Simon is out of step with most voters in 
the state. 

According to news reports, Steve 
Frank, Simon’s deputy political director, 
is so far-right, that even fellow Republi¬ 
cans wonder how Simon will be able to at¬ 
tract moderate voters with Frank on the 
campaign payroll. This is a guy who, ac¬ 
cording to the San Francisco Chronicle , 
once raffled off a shotgun in a Georgia 
congressional race to boost voter turnout 
among opponents of gun control. (Given 
the California Supreme Court’s ruling this 
week that allows local governments the 
right to ban gun shows on public proper¬ 
ty such as county fairgrounds, will Frank 
repeat his gun raffle stunt in November?) 

On Wednesday, Simon announced that 
he would release his income tax informa¬ 


tion - but only if he wins in November. As 
if people will vote for him just so that he 
will release his tax information. Give us a 
break. This disingenuous attempt by 
Simon to diffuse the issue will not 
work and we suspect most voters 
will see past his feeble effort to 
get around the issue. 

In some ways, Simon’s 
stonewalling on his tax informa¬ 
tion is similar to his stance on ad¬ 
dressing his opposition to abortion; 
he’d much rather ignore the topic, be¬ 
cause he knows that the ma¬ 
jority of voters in California 
support a woman’s right to 
choose. But Simon won’t be 
able to hide from the abortion issue, and 
he won’t be able to hide from the tax re¬ 
turn issue. Already, Davis is saying that 
Simon is in no position to discuss the 


state budget deficit, which is caused in 
part by a decrease in tax revenue, because 
Simon hasn’t come clean about how much 
he’s paid in state taxes. 

As if the tax and anti-gay staffer issues 
weren’t enough, it was also revealed 
last week that Simon told a conserv¬ 
ative radio program that he’s willing 
to revisit Proposition 187, the divi¬ 
sive anti-immigrant initiative that 
voters approved but the courts 
tossed. Latino voters in California 
have overwhelmingly voted De¬ 
mocrat since the days of Pete 
Wilson, and with this move, 
Simon has done nothing to 
make Hispanic voters want to 
vote Republican. If anything, he’s only ex¬ 
acerbated those tensions. 

If Simon keeps it up, he’ll self-destruct 
long before November. T 




Keep ahead of drug resistance

M y waiting room is full of .worried 
patients. The buzz in my practice, 
and in hundreds of other doctors’ 
offices around the country, is about the 
news released at a recent scientific confer¬ 
ence that half of people with HIV have 
drug-resistant virus. The news is true. It’s 
also true that there’s a lot that doctors and 
patients can do to manage or even help 
avoid drug resistance. But a lot of patients, 
and even some doctors, don’t have the in¬ 
formation, and aren’t doing everything they 
have to to keep the drugs working. 

We’ve known for years that HIV is a 
highly adaptable virus that, over time, can 
outsmart most of the drug combinations we 
have available. Drug companies are search¬ 
ing for new and better drugs, but they won’t 
arrive any time soon. So what can patients 
and docs do in the meantime? 

First, they should know that drug resis¬ 
tance does not automatically mean that a 
patient is out of options. Resistance can be 
partial - a drug can have diminished effec¬ 
tiveness, but still have some value in a treat¬ 
ment regimen. And it’s possible to switch 
drugs around if your Resistance to a partic¬ 
ular drug or type of drug is serious. But 
your treatment options become more limit¬ 
ed as resistance develops, so the best course 
of action is to do everything you can to try 
to avoid or minimize resistance in the first 
place - and if it has already developed, to 
make sure you are put on the most effective 
combination of drugs to help reduce its im¬ 
pact. 

There are three concrete steps you can 
take to help minimize drug resistance. 

The first is something we’ve all heard be¬ 
fore: take your drugs regularly, and exactly 
as prescribed. This advice has been around 
since the introduction of combination ther¬ 


apy, but now we can see its impact in the 
numbers of people who are becoming seri¬ 
ously drug resistant. Not all cases of resis¬ 
tance are due to what’s known in medical 
circles as “non-compliance” to drug regi¬ 
mens, but it’s certainly a major contributing 
factor. 

Unfortunately, it’s the patients who are 
trying hard to be “good,” but who miss their 
meds now and then, who are the ones at 
greatest risk. Patients who take all of their 
medications on schedule will general¬ 
ly avoid resistance problems. And 
those who take very little of their 
medications usually don’t develop 
drug resistance, because there isn’t 
enough medication in their system 
to produce it. It’s the people who 
take 70 to 90 percent of their doses 
(generally the ones who 
miss one to four doses a 
week), who are more like¬ 
ly to develop high-level 
resistance. I tell my patients, “Don’t be a 
hero. Tell me immediately if you have prob¬ 
lems taking your meds.” 

Second: remember that good planning is 
key to slowing down drug resistance. Treat¬ 
ment regimens should always be planned 
with the next possible regimen in mind. Ask 
your doctor how much experience he or she 
has in dealing with drug resistance and in 
planning follow-up regimens. Several Web 
sites offer helpful information on managing 
resistance, including AEGIS 
(www.aegis.com/topics/resistance/), The 
Body (www.thebody.com), and Project In¬ 
form (www.projinf.org). 

Third: most physicians recommend 
careful monitoring with HIV drug resis¬ 
tance testing. Resistance tests give you and 
your doctor a detailed picture of how the 
virus in your body reacts to drugs: how well 
it is being suppressed, and how effective 
other available drugs will be. It’s important 


to get a resistance test if your treatment reg¬ 
imen fails, or if you’re thinking of changing 
therapies. 

There are two types of resistance tests 
available - genotypic and phenotypic - and 
each has its supporters. I believe in doing 
both, to get the most comprehensive results. 
The tests are available separately, and one 
company recently developed a combination 
test. Almost all private health insurance 
companies and state Medicaid programs 
now pay for resistance testing as part of 
your HIV treatment. 

One final observation - research shows 
that an increasing number of 
newly infected patients are get- 
ting drug-resistant virus, be- 
) cause resistant strains of HIV 
are being transmitted from per¬ 
son to person. That’s why 
I’ve begun testing all pa¬ 
tients for drug resistance, 
even if they’ve never been 
treated before. The first drug regimen is 
your best shot at antiretroviral success, and 
I want to avoid putting my patients on any 
drug to which they may already be resistant. 
If you have recently been infected, talk to 
your doctor about drug resistance testing 
before you start treatment. 

HIV drug resistance is a real threat to 
people who’ve been doing well on combi¬ 
nation therapy. But there’s a lot we can do 
to fight it, and, like everything else in AIDS, 
knowledge equals power in the battle 
against drug resistance, too. ▼

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Why gays should support Israel 

I found Katie Zak Szymanski’s front-page article 
concerning Berkeley Jewish lesbian Kate Raphael’s ex¬ 
periences in a Palestinian refugee camp, where she 
went “to take a stand against the Israeli occupation of 
Palestinian land,” to be both comical and tragic 
[“Postcard from the front-lines,” April 11]. 

It is comical because Ms. Raphael is so “out” and 
proud as a lesbian that she can’t even muster togeth¬ 
er the few words needed to tell her progressive Pales¬ 
tinian hosts that she is a proud lesbian, and instead 
offers her lack of lipstick as the key she gives her hosts 
to the closet holding her lesbian identity. 

If she did let them know, she would be enlightened 
very quickly and, possibly, dangerously about their at¬ 
titudes toward her rights to be free from oppression. 
This can be surmised from the plight of gay and les¬ 
bian Palestinians who must seek aid and sanctuary 
from the Israeli GLBT community when they find 
themselves in danger in their own Arab society be¬ 
cause of their sexual orientation. The only place in the 
Middle East where Ms. Rafael can be an out, proud 
lesbian is in Israel, the very place she finds it neces¬ 
sary, as a Jew, a lesbian, and a woman, to condemn as 
uncaring and undemocratic. 

In fact, regarding legal rights, gays are in many 
ways treated better by the Israeli courts and by the in¬ 
stitutions such as the army than we are in the United 
States. Sexual orientation is not grounds for exclusion 
from the Israel Defense Force. There is a 
well-known case of an Israeli army colonel 
who was vindicated by the Israeli 
Supreme Court when he complained that 
he was discriminated against when he was 
denied a promotion because he is gay. 

There is also the case of the male part¬ 
ner of an army officer who was awarded 
survivor’s benefits and a widower’s pen¬ 
sion, when his male lover was killed in 
battle. Indeed, the U.S. and the rest of the world could 
take lessons from the equity shown gays in the Israeli 
military. 

It is, indeed, true and unfortunate that the Pales¬ 
tinian people are “misrepresented and misunder¬ 
stood” and are “fighting through oppression.” They 
have been sold out by their corrupt terrorist-ridden 
leadership, causing them to endure destruction of 
their homeland and deaths of family members. 

Israel is very similar to the United States when it 
comes to its democracy, the only real difference being 
that on gay issues Israel is actually more progressive 
legally, and that Israel has a Jewish majority while the 
U.S. has a Christian majority. 

Ms. Raphael also doesn’t seem to mind much 
when the Arabs massacre their own people, and espe¬ 
cially when moderate Arabs are executed by terrorists. 
Ms. Raphael cries for the Palestinian victims only 
when Israel defends its citizens by responding to ter¬ 
rorist homicidal bombings.

She also doesn’t know perhaps that 
their leaders had prevented Israel from building good 
housing for the Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza because the Arabs wanted to use the refugee 
camps as breeding grounds for despair and fanatical 
hatred of Jews and Israelis to keep their minds off 
their exploitation by the wealthy and greedy leaders 
of the Arab world. 

Ms. Raphael doesn’t seem to care anything about 
the 1 million Jews in the Arab world who were ex¬ 
pelled from their homes and forced to seek haven in 
Israel. In fact, there is no Arab country except Mo¬ 
rocco that still has a viable Jewish community, while 
Israel has more that a million Arab citizens. 

Indeed, Ms. Raphael’s views are really not pro¬ 
gressive at all, but regressive, at least as far as gay rights 
and women’s rights are concerned. Gays should sup¬ 
port Israel, because it is one of the few countries in 
the world that supports our civil rights, and the only 
democratic country in the Middle East. 

It is evident that the GLBT community has an in¬ 
terest in continuing to support a strong democratic 
Israel.

Raphael’s action ‘heroic’ 

Tom McCloskey and Arnie Jackson’s letters [Mail- 
strom, April 18] contained some interesting ideas on 
the Israel, Palestine and international law: 

Tom McCloskey’s letter assumes every Palestinian 
is by definition Muslim, religiously devout, anti¬ 
women and heterosexual (false on every count), and 
was disappointing to say the least. Having lived in the 
West Bank and having worked with both progressive 
Israeli Jews and Palestinian Arabs (feminists included) 
who knew I was gay, I was never treated disrespect¬ 
fully, although undoubtedly there might have been 
some religiously orthodox in Israel and Palestine who 
would not have liked having another queer around. 
But that is beside the point: Why does McCloskey 
think it’s “stupid” for anyone, regardless of their sex¬ 
ual identity, to protest an illegal occupation and 


apartheid situation just because many of those en¬ 
during the occupation,may hold religious beliefs he 
does not like? Queers around the world, including 
within Israel, Palestine, and the U.S., have been part of 
anti-colonial and anti-apartheid movements for 
decades, and their contributions in the struggle for 
human rights, equality, and liberation are hardly “stu¬ 
pid.” Kate Raphael’s actions as an out lesbian and a 
Jew were not only compassionate, but heroic. 

Turning to Arnie Jackson’s letter: As he is so well- 
versed on United Nations Resolution 242, perhaps it 
was simply an oversight that he failed to mention the 
resolution affirms “the inadmissibility of the acquisi¬ 
tion of territory by war.” While Jackson calls the war 
defensive, even Israel’s military leaders and architects 
of the 1967 conquest did not believe there was a vi¬ 
able threat to Israel. Taking only two of many exam¬ 
ples published in the Israeli press since 1967, former 
Cabinet minister Mordechai Bentov told Al-Hamish- 
mar, “All this story about the danger of extermination 
has been a complete invention and has been blown up 
a posteriori to justify the annexation of new Arab ter¬ 
ritories” (4/14/72), and General Matityahu Peled told 
Ha’aretz, “To pretend that the Egyptian forces massed 
on our frontiers were in a position to threaten the ex¬ 
istence of Israel constitutes an insult not only to the 
intelligence of anyone capable of analyzing this sort 
of situation, but above all an insult to the Zahal 
[army]” (3/19/72). But even if one accepts the propo¬ 
sition that the 1967 war was defensive, it in 
no way justifies the continued occupation 
I - let alone the settlement construction, 
housing demolitions, destruction of agri¬ 
cultural land, water theft, etc. - of any 
part of the West Bank, Gaza Strip, or Syr¬ 
ian Golan Heights. 

While Jackson is correct Jerusalem 
was not mentioned specifically in U.N. 
242, it is recognized under internation¬ 
al law as part of the occupied territories. There is U.N. 
267, adopted unanimously in 1969, which “censures 
in the strongest terms all measures taken to change 
the status of the City of Jerusalem” and “confirms that 
all legislative and administrative measures and actions 
taken by Israel which purport to alter the status of 
Jerusalem, including expropriation of land and prop¬ 
erties thereon, are invalid and cannot change that sta¬ 
tus.” That and countless other U.N. resolutions af¬ 
firming the right of Palestinians to return home, for 
Israel to cease settlement building, to cease altering 
the status of Jerusalem, and to withdraw from the oc¬ 
cupied territories, are easily accessible at www.un.org.

receive to do such things as outreach, case manage¬ 
ment, etc. Knowing the actual services they provide 
would assist those of us who would want to (at the 
very least) steer those who truly desire assistance in 
the right direction. 

4) I believe one of the most effective tools is to have 
neighborhood cops that actually walk the beat and get 
on the Muni a few times on their shift and make their 
presence known. The neighborhood cop should be 
someone who is more of a community relations per¬ 
son who gets to know the merchants and actually 
cares about what is going on in the neighborhood 
they patrol and can be available when needed. 

5) Aggressive panhandling and other forms of ha¬ 
rassment need to have consequences and law en¬ 
forcement must intervene. Putting individuals who 
commit such acts in prison is too easy. They should be 
cleaning the streets or helping to improve the area. 

6) The physical condition of the streets affect the 
attitude of that neighborhood. There is no excuse not 
to have clean streets in this city. Cleaning the gum and 
grime off the Castro sidewalks would be a great im¬ 
provement. If the graffiti was eliminated from all the 
street signs and buildings it would improve the neigh¬ 
borhood. Storefronts need to adhere to cleanliness 
standards and what’s so difficult about planting a few 
more trees? 

And in response to Evans’s second question: I am 
an independent candidate who has lived in District 8 
for eight years and who cares about where I live and 
what happens where I live. Ask anyone who knows me 
and they will say that independence is my greatest 
quality, even though some would have one believe 
that true independence means you’re out of touch 
with your constituents. I believe by being indepen¬ 
dent of power brokers you are actually better 
equipped to listen to the average citizen and work to¬ 
gether to get things done. Independence and leader¬ 
ship are very interconnected in my book.

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Is Simon hiding tax info?

epublican gubernatorial 
nominee Bill Simon says 
that California voters will 
“just have to take his word” that 
he has paid his fair share of state 
and federal taxes in recent years, 
because although the GOP candi¬ 
date’s refusal to release his income 
tax returns has now become an 
issue in his race against Democra¬ 
tic Governor Gray Davis, Simon 
says he is adamant about not re¬ 
leasing his personal tax informa¬ 
tion. 

First, Simon, appearing on a 
conservative radio talk show in 
San Francisco last week, said he 
“wasn’t sure” that he had paid any 
California income taxes last year, 
and struck out at Davis for even 
suggesting that he should re¬ 
lease the tax information. 

On the radio show, 

Simon apparently lost his 
cool and referred to 
Davis as Karl Marx for 
even calling on him to 
release his tax infor¬ 
mation. 

Insisting 
that he had 
paid his “fair 
share” of taxes, 

Simon, still adamant that he 
would not make the information 
public, said Davis’s request sound¬ 
ed “like somebody coming out of 
Moscow, you know? Karl Marx 
talked like that ... that there’s 
going to be a Big Brother that’s 
going to tell me if I’m behaving 
myself.” 

Though he again insisted he 
had paid his “fair share” when 
pressed on the issue the next day, 
Simon told reporters that he had 
filed for a 90-day extension for his 
“complex tax returns” and was 
unable to be sure he had paid any 
California income taxes last year. 
Simon, a multimillionaire fi¬ 
nancier with all his accountants 
and tax specialists has to file for an 
extension? Who does his taxes, 
Arthur Andersen? 

Last Friday, Simon then told 
reporters he “was sure” he had 
paid California income taxes for 
his earnings last year, but was now 
unsure whether he had done so 
each year over the previous 
decade since he moved to Califor¬ 
nia from New Jersey in 1990. 

Davis released his 2001 tax re¬ 
turns three weeks ago, which 
showed that he and his wife, 
Sharon, earned $200,352 last year 
and paid $44,277 in federal and 
$12,442 in California taxes. 

Although candidates are not 
legally required to release their 
personal tax returns, such volun¬ 
tary disclosure has become rou¬ 
tine among major candidates of 
both parties. 

Further, to add to what some 
feel is a flagging Simon guberna¬ 
torial campaign, the San Francis¬ 
co Chronicle reported over the 
weekend that Simon, in a pre-pri¬ 
mary Los Angeles radio interview, 
promised that as governor he 
would “have my legal experts look 
at” possibly resubmitting Proposi¬ 
tion 187, an anti-immigration 
measure that was passed by Cali¬ 
fornia voters in 1994 that would 
have ended government services 
for undocumented immigrants, 
but was later thrown out by the 
courts. Most political strategists - 
Republicans and Democrats alike 
- feel that even promising to re¬ 
visit the controversial Proposition 
187 issue would be devastating to 
a Republican running for 
statewide office, particularly since 
the registration among Latino 


voters has gone heavily Democra¬ 
tic, due in large part to the mem¬ 
ory of Proposition 187. 

Simon said he will “refuse to 
discuss” the important abortion 
issue if and when it comes up; 
Simon also is rigid in that he will 
not release any personal income 
tax returns; and now he says if he 
is elected governor he is willing to 
take another look at the contro¬ 
versial Proposition 187 issue. 
What’s next for Simon - will 
George W. Bush suddenly find 
some “urgent” reason that he can¬ 
not make time to come to the state 
to campaign for him? There are 
plenty of smiles these days in the 
Davis camp. 

Politics and people 

A reader of last week’s column 
sent me a letter insisting that be¬ 
cause of George W. Bush’s 
popularity, it was “im¬ 
possible” for Democ¬ 
rats to regain the 
House of Represen¬ 
tatives this Novem¬ 
ber. Really? Tell that 
to the GOP tacticians 
sitting in the White 
House; they 
are worried 
sick. The cur¬ 
rent House 
lineup is 222 Republicans, 211 De¬ 
mocrats, and two independents. 
With only about 40 of the nation’s 
435 House districts being really 
competitive this November, De¬ 
mocrats need to gain only seven 
seats to retake control, and they 
likely will do just that, with the 
wins probably coming from rural 
districts in states like Alabama, 
New Mexico, and Tennessee where 
GOP incumbents are retiring, and 
in Arizona, George, Illinois and 
Mississippi, where newly-drawn 
districts tilt to the Democrats. 



Senator Barbara Boxer 


From Washington comes a 
press release telling us that the 
Human Rights Campaign has 
given U.S. Senator Barbara 
Boxer (D-California) a perfect 
100 percent scorecard on gay and 
lesbian issues. Boxer: “I have taken 
pride through my career in Con¬ 
gress in standing up for equality of 
all Americans; to receive a perfect 
rating by a respected organization 
like HRC means a great deal to 
me.” 

Like, voters might actually 
break up Los Angeles? For sure, 
Valley girls (and guys) appear 
ready to bail on the nation’s sec¬ 
ond-largest city. The 1.4 million 
people who live in San Fernando 
Valley might have the chance in 
November to secede from greater 
Los Angeles. For real, Valley city- 
hood has but one more step to 
take before landing on the No¬ 
vember 5 ballot - the nine-mem¬ 
ber local agency formation board 



is expected to vote on May 15 to 
ask the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors to place the issue 
on the ballot. Some Valley resi¬ 
dents are already debating what to 
call the new city if the secession¬ 
ists have their way - Rancho San 
Fernando? Valley City? Or just 
Fernando Valley? Whatever the 
name, it would become the na¬ 
tion’s six-largest metropolis in its 
own right, and would knock L.A. 
down to third, behind New York 
City and Chicago. Incidentally, the 
rest of Los Angeles would also get 
to vote on the plan and L.A. 
Mayor James Hahn strongly op¬ 
poses the idea, so it’s not, like, for 
real, yet. 

Despite being urged to by a 
couple of readers, I’m not touch¬ 
ing the bitch fight between talk 
show diva Rosie O’Donnell and 
prominent gay writers Michelan¬ 
gelo Signorile and Michael 
Musto of the Village Voice (both 
of whom I think are terrific). I 
dunno, something about O’Don¬ 
nell railing against the supposed 
gay Nazis who have known and 
hinted at her homosexuality for 
years before she decided it was in 
her best interest to come out (after 
she has become a multimillionaire 
and just happens to have a book 
to plug, incidentally). Anyway, 
O’Donnell called both Signorile 
and Musto “morons,” something 
neither of them are. 

When San Francisco District 
Attorney Terence Haliinan ad¬ 
dressed a meeting of the National 
Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws last week advo¬ 
cating legal use of medicinal mar¬ 
ijuana, he had most of us in agree¬ 
ment with him, but calling the 
smoking of pot a “religious expe¬ 
rience”?

Phil Sheldon was later 
shown the door by the Simon 
campaign. 

Speaking of gubernatorial 
campaign staff members, Gray 
Davis certainly has one of the best 
at doing “opposition research” in 
the person of San Francisco’s 
crack campaign consultant, Ace 
Smith. 

Back to the district attorney: I 
keep getting hints that Terence 
Haliinan is being urged to forsake 
another term at the Hall of Justice 
and throw his hat in the growing 
mayoral race - hell, with the crazy 
instant runoff process, it’s any¬ 
body’s game.

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Changing the channel on GLAAD

> 11 here’s been a fair amount of 
well-deserved criticism in 
our community lately about 
the activities of the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against Defamation, 
the media watchdog. But in focus¬ 
ing exclusively on the policies and 
tactics of just one organization, we 
may be missing a crucial point - 
that there’s sometimes a creepy, 
doctrinaire undercurrent in the 
lesbian and gay movement of 
which GLAAD is only one exam¬ 
ple. 

GLAAD has been taken to task 
recently for everything from at¬ 
tacking gay journalists to focusing 
too heavily on the entertainment 
industry to closing three of its re¬ 
gional offices, including the one in 
Atlanta, home of CNN. Indeed, 
there’s been so much mad-at- 
GLAAD rumbling of late that 
Girlfriends magazine ran a feature 
in its April issue addressing some 
of the criticisms from the com¬ 
munity. 


In my view, there have been 
many reasons to be critical of 
GLAAD in recent years. A notable 
one was its overzealous campaign 
in 2000 to get Paramount televi¬ 
sion execs to “pull the plug,” as 
GLAAD Executive Director 
Joan Garry phrased it, on 
conservative talk show host 
Dr. Laura Schlessinger, whose 
religiously influenced views 
about homosexuality are of¬ 
fensive to many gay peo 
pie. When talks with 
Paramount went 
nowhere, GLAAD-ites 
went a step 
further and 
approached 
local television 
affiliates, trying to coax them to 
drop Dr. Laura’s show because the 
group considers some of her ideas 
harmful and defamatory to gay 
people. 

At the same time, however, 
GLAAD has prided itself on self- 
righteously figh ting these same tac¬ 
tics when anti-gay activists use 
them. For example, in March

GLAAD issued an alert to its 
members to take action via phone 
calls and e-mails against a Lynch¬ 
burg, Virginia TV station manager 
who refused to air an episode of 
Once and Again, presumably be¬ 
cause it included a plotline 
about teenage lesbians. Last 
summer, GLAAD also lob¬ 
bied against right-wing at¬ 
tempts to stop PBS’s airing of 
Scout’s Honor, a documen¬ 
tary about Steven Cozza, 
the straight teen who is 
fighting the Boy Scouts’ 
anti-gay policy. Maybe 
GLAAD can’t 
see the con¬ 
tradictions in 
these actions, 
because it believes that gay people 
have Right on their side. 

Certainly, GLAAD is welcome 
to its opinions and to employ 
whatever tactics it wants to make 
those opinions heard. What’s 
troubling to me, though, is when 
groups and individuals seek to 
shut down “harmful” or “offen¬ 
sive” viewpoints in the name of all 
gay people. And there have been 
plenty of instances of this by 
groups other than GLAAD - for 
example, the independent “Stop 
Dr. Laura” mini-movement, com¬ 
plete with regular e-mail updates 
and Web site. 

More recently, a GLAAD-like 
group called Queers Against 
Queer as Folk has sprung up in 
Hollywood. Founder Michael 
Buchanan told fab!, a gay paper in 
Los Angeles, that “local member¬ 
ship is growing every day.” The 
goal? The cancellation of the pop¬

ular Showtime series, which 
Buchanan says does “a reprehen¬ 
sible job of representing queers to 
Americans.” As he puts it, “We 
want this show to go away” be¬ 
cause its portrayals of gay people 
are “dangerous.” 

Oddly enough, these “gay en¬ 
tertainment activists” (for want of 
a better phrase) don’t seem to 
have heard of the time-honored 
concept of changing the channel. 
They also seem unaware that there 
are gay people who enjoy Dr. 
Laura - even though they might 
find her offensive at times - and 
many, many more among us who 
just can’t get enough of Queer as 
Folk. Personally, I think Buchanan 
should press charges against the 
person who held a gun to his head 
and forced him to subscribe to a 
premium channel. 

It’s frustrating when gay peo¬ 
ple and groups - often with the 
loudest voices - engage in this 
kind of narrow-minded thinking 
and then take action on behalf of 
all of us. But equally frustrating is 
when this type of approach man¬ 
ifests itself in our movement in 
other, more subtle ways. 

One recent example was a 
lengthy column in the Boston 
Phoenix - which has also been 
reprinted in the gay press - by left- 
of-center gay writer Michael 


Bronski, in which he chastised 
Rosie O’Donnell for what he per¬ 
ceived as her many blunders as a 
brand-new advocate for gay adop¬ 
tion. One of the things that ticked 
him off was when she told Diane 
Sawyer she hoped her kids grew 
up to be straight - not the party 
line among gay parents. Of course, 
Bronski’s free to criticize O’Don¬ 
nell for appointing herself “the gay 
parent” and to express the opinion 
that she should have said and 
done things differently in her 
public coming out. But what 
struck me as GLAAD-like was 
Bronski’s assertion that O’Don¬ 
nell’s “ignorance” about the gay 
community is harming our move¬ 
ment and that adoption-rights 
groups should seriously reconsid¬ 
er allying themselves with her. 

While we’re busy criticizing 
GLAAD, then, it would also be 
helpful to look at the rest of the 
strain of GLAAD-like thinking 
that lurks within our movement 
and shows its face whenever ac¬ 
tivists can only see one side of any 
issue - their own. Y

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What role have lesbians played in tennis?

April 28, 1981 (21 years ago this 
month): Marilyn Barnett files a 
"galimony" suit against tennis 
champion Billie Jean King. 

A lthough some professional 
sports are still closed to fe¬ 
male players, pro tennis has 
provided an athletic outlet for 
girls and women since the late 
19th century. In the 1970s, lesbian 
players led the way in bringing 
women’s tennis into the mod¬ 
ern age - they not only 
helped put women’s finan¬ 
cial awards on a par with 
men’s, but they also made 
aggressive tennis styles more 
acceptable for female players. 

At the same time, how¬ 
ever, lesbian tennis 
stars had to be cau¬ 
tious about their pri¬ 
vate lives, because of 
the high level of homophobia that 
persists in the sport to this day. 

When tomboy Billie Jean King 
started playing tennis as a teenager 
in the late 1950s, there were still only 
a handful of tournaments open to 
female players, and it was hard for 
women to get the experience they 
needed to develop their game. King 
got a break in 1964, when she was 
able to train in Australia under 
Mervyn Rose, a renowned coach, 
who helped transform her into a 
strong, champion player. 

In the years that followed, King 
began winning tournaments like the 
U.S. Open and Wimbledon. She 
soon noticed the discrepancies be¬ 
tween the purses won by male and 
female players - in some tourna¬ 
ments, men earned 10 times the 
women’s prize money. She led a 
protest by a small group of female 
players, but the U.S. Lawn Tennis 
Association (USLTA) maintained 
that women did not need to earn the 
same pay as men. 

In response, King helped orga¬ 
nize a women’s tennis tour, afford¬ 
ing female players the chance to earn 
big money. By 1973, the Virginia 
Slims tour (sponsored by Philip 
Morris, the tobacco company) was 
in place, offering a total purse of 
$775,000. As a result of the success 
of the Virginia Slims, the U.S. Open 
began awarding women the same 
prize money as men. Throughout 
the 1970s, King dominated women’s 
tennis, and, in a much-publicized 
“battle of the sexes” match with for¬ 
mer men’s champion Bobby Riggs, 
she trounced her aging opponent in 
three straight sets. 

By 1981, King was looking for¬ 
ward to retiring and picking up lu¬ 


crative endorsements. But Marilyn 
Barnett, who had been King’s lover 
and girl Friday in the early 1970s, 
chose that time to bring a “gal¬ 
imony” suit against her. Although 
Barnett lost her suit, King publicly 
acknowledged the affair, which 
had occurred while she was mar¬ 
ried (she and her husband-man¬ 
ager later divorced). She estimated 
that the admission cost her more 
than $1.5 million in lost endorse¬ 
ments. Shaken by the experience, 
King dodged the subject of her 
sexuality with the press and reject¬ 
ed the “L” label until 1998. She 
has since become a vocal ad¬ 
vocate for gay rights and 
started a foundation for les¬ 
bian and gay youth. 

A decade younger than 
King and once coached by 
her, Martina Navratilo¬ 
va also helped “queer” 
women’s tennis. 
Taught by her stepfa¬ 
ther in her native 
Czechoslovakia to “play aggressive¬ 
ly, like a boy,” Navratilova was, from 
the late 1970s to the early 1990s, the 
most powerful female tennis player 
on the circuit, one of the first to take 
up weight training to improve her 
game. 

In addition, Navratilova was 
noteworthy for being fairly un¬ 
guarded about her sexuality: Re¬ 
ports of her three-year, live-in ro¬ 
mance with lesbian novelist Rita 
Mae Brown made it into Time 
magazine and the New York Daily 
News. After their breakup in 1982, 
Brown’s novel Sudden Death delved 
into the lesbian goings-on behind 
the scenes in women’s tennis. 

Navratilova’s public relationship 
with Brown cost her a number of 
commercial endorsements and 
brought occasional jeers of “dyke” 
and “Martina is a man” from peo¬ 
ple in the stands. She began hedg¬ 
ing the issue of her sexuality, trying 
to portray herself as bisexual, even 
though all of her relationships were 
with women. “I don’t like labels,” 
she stated in her 1985 autobiogra¬ 
phy. “Just call me Martina.” 

Another famous “galimony” suit 
brought Navratilova completely 
out of the closet. In 1992 she broke 
up with Judy Nelson, and Nelson 
sued her ex-lover for half of all her 
earnings during the eight years they 
were together. The story was 
splashed across the headlines and 
even covered on television. Because 
Nelson had videotaped their finan¬ 
cial agreement, the tennis star 
ended up paying her former lover 
approximately $2 million. 

With all the publicity, 
Navratilova could no longer keep 
her sexuality under wraps. By the 
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time of the gay and lesbian March 
on Washington in April 1993, 
Navratilova had taken up the 
mantle of lesbian activist-celebri¬ 
ty, which she has worn ever since. 

It wasn’t until 1999 that anoth¬ 
er lesbian tennis champ dared to 
come out publicly - and this time, 
of her own volition. Amelie Mau- 
resmo, a powerfully built 17-year- 
old French player, made news at the 
Australian Open that year when she

confirmed to reporters that she was 
a lesbian. “If they let me go,” Mau- 
resmo remarked of her commercial 
sponsors, “they are jerks.” 

Mauresmo’s coming out led to a 
rash of homophobic statements 
from her colleagues. Lindsay Dav¬ 
enport, who lost to Mauresmo in 
the semifinal, commented snidely, 
“I thought I was playing a guy.” 
Top-seeded Martina Hingis - 
whose parents had named her for 
Navratilova - told one reporter that 
Mauresmo was “half a man.” Later, 
Hingis complained that Mauresmo 
was constantly hugging and kissing 
her female lover in public. “Every¬ 
one makes her own choices,” Hingis 
said, “but you don’t have to show it 
in everything you do.” 

Ironically, King and Navratilo¬ 
va paved the way for money and 
recognition for some of the very 
players who continue to reinforce 
the stigma of homophobia on the 
women’s tennis circuit. ▼

S ome 500 marijuana law re¬ 
form proponents gathered 
last weekend, April 18-20, at 
the Crowne Plaza Hotel in San 
Francisco’s Union Square for the 
annual conference of the Nation¬ 
al Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws. 

The conference brought to¬ 
gether an unusual mix of suits and 
tie-dye to learn about legal, social, 
and health issues related to the use 
of cannabis. 

The event kicked off with a 
keynote address by San Francisco 
District Attorney Terence Halli- 
nan, a longtime supporter of 
medical cannabis and marijuana 
law reform. Hallinan received a 
standing ovation when he stated 
that he opposed prison sentences 
for marijuana convictions. Al¬ 
though he has seen many ad¬ 
vances and setbacks in his career, 
Hallinan said, “If you do what you 
think is right, in the end you’re 
going to win.” 

Participants also heard a taped 
message from Minnesota Gover¬ 
nor Jesse Ventura, who voiced his 
support for the delegates’ “good 
work” and said “people are suffer¬ 
ing because others won’t use com¬ 
mon sense.” 

Conference participants - a di¬ 
verse mix of young hippies and 
older drug war veterans, some 
clearly medical patients in wheel¬ 
chairs or on crutches - were full of 
good cheer, no doubt aided by the 
weed that could clearly be detect¬ 
ed during coffee breaks. They 
often interrupted the speakers 
with applause and cheers. 



Ethan Nadelmann, director of the Lindesmith Center, spoke at the 
NORML conference on the dangers of the war on terrorism being used as 
a pretext for greater abuses against all citizens. 
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Thursday’s first panel focused 
on the need for marijuana users to 
“come out of the closet” and speak 
up about their use of the herb. 
NORML Executive Director Keith 
Stroup expressed the need to 
move the debate beyond medical 
use, saying that most of the 76 
million Americans who have used 
marijuana have done so “for the 
fun of it.” Making an analogy to 
LGBT people coming out, Stroup 
said there is nothing more impor¬ 
tant people can do to promote 
change than “being honest about 
our marijuana use.” 

Civil rights advocate and phil¬ 
anthropist John Gilmore echoed 
the theme, after proudly pro¬ 
claiming his own use of pot and 
several other mind-altering sub¬ 
stances. “There are not enough 
prisons to hold everyone who 
smokes marijuana,” he said. 

As is the case with many op¬ 
posed to gay rights, Gilmore said, 
most people who oppose marijua¬ 
na legalization “never met anyone 
who they know smokes marijua¬ 
na. They need someone who they 
respect in their lives to come out.” 

Norm Kent, a member of the 
NORML advisory board and pub¬ 
lisher of Express , Florida’s largest 
gay and lesbian newspaper, ex¬ 
horted the audience to stand up 
and collectively proclaim their 
love of the weed. “This struggle is 
not about the right to smoke pot,” 
he said, “it’s about the right to be 
free of the government telling you 
what to do with your own body.” 

Author Mikki Morris, who is 


organizing a campaign to get 100 
celebrities to collectively come out 
about their marijuana use, ended 
her speech with a cheer of “We’re 
'here, we’re high, get used to it!” 

In an afternoon panel devoted 
to patient support groups and 
cannabis clubs, leaders of several 
organizations discussed the ther¬ 
apeutic value of communal spaces 
for medical marijuana users and 
related the legal battles they face. 

A panel of lawyers representing 
several medical marijuana clubs 
and individual users also dealt 
with legal strategies, including 
states’ rights and individual due 
process rights to ameliorate pain 
and prolong life. Several expressed 
hope for the states’ rights argu¬ 
ment following last Wednesday’s 
injunction by a federal judge 
against Attorney General John 
Ashcroft’s attempt to block Ore¬ 
gon’s physician-assisted suicide 
law. The panel featured Robert 
Raich and Bill Panzer, who repre¬ 
sented the Oakland Cannabis 
Buyers Club and the Marin Al¬ 
liance for Medical Marijuana, re¬ 
spectively, in a federal appeals 
hearing held last Friday. 

Said Raich, “Science is on our 
side, the people are on our side, 
and the states are on our side,” 
with the federal government the 
only remaining obstacle. 

Friday’s hearing, before Judge 
Charles Breyer in the U.S. District 
Court, picked up where the Oak¬ 
land case left off last year, when 
the Supreme Court ruled against 
the merits of a medical necessity 
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defense in the face of federal law. 
That ruling came after advocates 
appealed Breyer’s original deci¬ 
sion to issue a temporary injunc¬ 
tion against the Oakland club. 

Although the injunction re¬ 
mains intact, last year’s high court 
decision did not rule on the consti¬ 
tutional aspects of the case, leaving 
those arguments intact. In a con¬ 
ference call last Thursday, Raich 
and attorney Randy Barnett said 
they would argue that California is 
a sovereign state, and that the fed¬ 
eral government’s power is limited 
with respect to intra-state com¬ 
merce. Regardless of Breyer’s deci¬ 
sion - still not issued by press time 
- the case likely will be appealed. 

Other speakers at the confer¬ 
ence included Lindesmith Center 
director Ethan Nadelmann, Cali¬ 
fornia state Senator John Vascon- 
cellos (D-Santa Clara), Cato Insti¬ 
tute executive vice president 
David Boaz, and Politically Incor¬ 
rect TV host Bill Maher. Other 
panels focused on drug testing, 
drug laws in Europe and Canada, 
cannabis cultivation, marijuana 
and health, and how to avoid a pot 
bust. 

Attendees enjoyed a reception 
co-hosted by NORML and High 
Times magazine. San Francisco su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno was given an 
award for his work in instituting 
the city’s medical marijuana ID 
card program and making San 
Francisco a sanctuary city for med¬ 
ical cannabis users. “NORML will 
have a loud and tenacious advocate 
when I make it to the Statehouse,” 
Leno said, alluding to his likely vic¬ 
tory in November to represent the 
13th Assembly District. ▼

Healthcare 
demo for 
prisoners 
Saturday

f you think having a debilitat¬ 
ing illness is bad, try being sick 
in prison. 

Since last December, advocates 
have been repeatedly contacted by 
women prisoners housed in Cen¬ 
tral California Women’s Facility’s 
infirmary, who report that serious¬ 
ly ill women prisoners are being 
abused, ignored, and neglected. Be¬ 
sides being confined to lockdown 
about 22 hours of the day, prison¬ 
ers have reported the physical and 
sexual abuse of a paralyzed prison¬ 
er; general neglect by medical and 
custodial staff who ignore emer¬ 
gency call buttons, refuse to clean 
rooms or help disabled women 
with their daily needs; and threats 
and retaliation against women who 
have spoken with state investiga¬ 
tors about the conditions. 

A demonstration will take place 
outside of CCWF this Saturday, 
April 27, to demand an end to phys¬ 
ical abuse and neglect in the prison 
infirmary. The prison is located in 
Chowchilla at Road 22 and Avenue 
24. Carpools will meet at 9 a.m. in 
San Francisco at the Safeway at 
Church and Market streets, and in 
the East Bay at the MacArthur BART 
station.

(neifinavir mesylate) 

Tablets and Oral Powder 

Information for Patients 

about VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 

Generic Name: neifinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIFtACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Alert: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT”. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency vims (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes vims infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 
Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant 
you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 
CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 
Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor 8 (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 

Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 
Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
overtime. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 
Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle.

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist.

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BDSM groups under fire

' everal sadomasochist/ 
I BDSM events have come 
under fire recently from con¬ 
servative groups targeting hotels 
where such gatherings take place. 

In early April, the Southern 
Baptist Convention announced 
that it was canceling its reservation 
• to hold its annual convention at a 
Howard Johnson hotel after learn¬ 
ing that the hotel was hosting 
“Beat Me in St. Louis,” an educa¬ 
tional and social event sponsored 
by the BDSM group Leather and 
Lace, taking place this weekend. 

In a letter to the hotel chain the 
Baptists called the BDSM event “a 
direct attack on the fabric of tra¬ 
ditional family values and the bib¬ 
lical heritage of our denomination 
and its churches.” 

Hotel manager Hemant Patel 
.said Leather and Lace had re¬ 
served all 171 rooms for the event 
and that despite the pressure, it 
would take place as planned. “We 
usually try not to interfere with a 
private function,” he said. “The 
Baptists have made their decision, 
and we will respect their decision. 
That’s all I can say.” 

Howard Johnson hotels are 
franchised and individually 
owned. Liz Ryan Sax, a represen¬ 
tative for Cendant Corporation, 
the chain’s parent, stated that the 
corporation does not interfere 
with decisions of individual hotels 
regarding events that do not vio¬ 
late the law. However, Cendant re¬ 
cently sent a memo to its fran¬ 


chisees requiring them to “consid¬ 
er the potential negative conse¬ 
quences” of hosting activities that 
community or national interest 
groups might find “controversial.” 
Cendant is also the parent corpo¬ 
ration of Ramada hotels, Days 
Inn, Travelodge, Avis rental cars, 
Century 21 Realty, and several 
other businesses. 

The Baptists were joined by 
several other Christian groups. A 
spokesperson for the American 
Decency Association said that 
Howard Johnson’s family-friend¬ 
ly pitch “does not ring true,” and 
that the hotel is “doing whatever 
they can to make a dollar with lit¬ 
tle concern for principle, for stan¬ 
dards, for healthy sexuality, for 
guarding the hearts and the minds 
of people of all ages.” 

Dr. Donald Wildmon, presi¬ 
dent of the American Family As¬ 
sociation, added, “Howard John¬ 
son has authorized the use of their 
facilities for perverted acts of sex¬ 
ual violence to be displayed, 
taught, and participated in.” 

On Monday, Missouri state 
Senator John Loudon introduced 
a resolution calling on the state 
health department and attorney 
general to investigate the safety 
and legality of BDSM events. 

The St. Louis controversy is the 
latest round in what the National 
Coalition for Sexual Freedom is 
calling a “concerted effort by reli¬ 
gious political extremists to use 
intimidation and defamation to 
enforce their morality on all 
Americans.” According to the 
NCSF,“It’s no longer acceptable to 


target gays and lesbians, so now 
these extremists are targeting 
legal, private events for adults just 
because they disapprove of the 
way they express their sexuality.” 

As if to confirm NCSF’s claims, 
Dr. Laura Schlessinger used her 
April 15 radio show to urge listen¬ 
ers to boycott hotels that host 
BDSM events. 

As publicity surrounding the St. 
Louis event swung into high gear, 
the Oklahoma Family Policy Coun¬ 
cil targeted “Tribal Fire,” an event 
that took place last weekend in Ok¬ 
lahoma City. The host Hilton Hotel 
did not bow to pressure and the 
event went forward as scheduled. 

In February, the Radisson 
O’Hare Hotel near Chicago can¬ 
celed its agreement to host “My 
Vicious Valentine,” a BDSM gath¬ 
ering sponsored by Leather Quest, 
following pressure from Con¬ 
cerned Women for America; in¬ 
stead, the gathering was held at a 
nearby Ramada hotel. In Michi¬ 
gan, an event called “Bondage and 
Beyond” was canceled after the 
local American Family Associa¬ 
tion chapter pressured the host 
hotel. 

Finally, a Howard Johnson’s in 
Springfield, Illinois, recently with¬ 
drew its bid to host the June 2003 
“Capitol Punishment” gathering 
sponsored by the group Together 
Honoring Unity and Diversity in 
Dominance and Submission.

chance for everyone to catch up 
about their week, their problems, 
new girlfriends, or new 
boyfriends. 

Many of the youth who have 
ended up at Ark House have expe¬ 
rienced a litany of problems: par¬ 
ents or family who have shut them 
out for being gay, lesbian, or trans¬ 
gender; physical or mental abuse; 
mental or personal health issues; 
and drug and alcohol addictions. 

“These are kids who wanted to 
grow up fast and left home. They 
wanted to get a taste of the real 
word and found themselves 
homeless,” said Carole King, the 
program’s senior case manager. 

Thinking San Francisco will 
provide them a safe haven, many 
of the youth instead find them¬ 
selves living on the streets begging 
for food and money. 

“Many of these kids think of 
California as a land of beaches and 
sunshine. Since San Francisco is 
embracing of gays, they say to 
themselves that is where I want to 
be,” said Houston. “What they don’t 
understand is San Francisco is not 


an easy place to live in. Jobs are not 
plentiful and housing is expensive.” 

While the program is designed 
to help the young adults ranging in 
age from 18 to 23 get back on their 
feet, find a job, and find permanent 
housing, Houston said that is not 
the only measure of success. 

“Sometimes a success story is 
not getting a job here but being 
able to talk through their issues 
with their family and go home,” 
said Houston. 

The program isn’t for every¬ 
one. In order to be accepted to the 
program, the young adults have to 
be willing to change. 

“This isn’t a place where people 
come by and get a place to sleep. It 
is a place people come to make a 
difference in their life,” said Travis 
Decker, one of the program’s three 
counselors. “They learn the skills 
needed to take care of themselves, 
run a household, and deal with 
conflict in a mature, adult way.” 

Despite initial concern from area 
residents that the program would 
be a magnet for troublemakers and 
disrupt the neighborhood, those 
fears have never materialized. In 
fact, most people walking by the fa¬ 
cility are unaware of its existence. 

“Most people don’t even know 


Ark House is there. I think that is a 
credit to the young folks who live 
there,” said Houston. “The young 
folks who come into Ark House 
are taught to be good neighbors 
and they are good neighbors.” 

While there have been a few 
complaints about noise and 
garbage, the facility has blended 
quietly into its surroundings and 
taken measures to ensure that res¬ 
idents behave. Houston said even 
when there have been reported 
problems, more likely than not it 
was not the program’s residents 
who were at fault. 

Ark House has less than one 
year left at its current address. 
Next month, it is expected to an¬ 
nounce a new location some¬ 
where in the Castro where it will 
move in March 2003. 

Houston and her staff hope 
their new neighbors will welcome 
them and point to the program’s 
successful first year as proof that 
Ark House will not be a negative 
impact. 

“Ark House is a good program. 
It serves a need, particularly a 
population of people who are at 
risk of being homeless and having 
their health be put at risk,” said 
Houston. ▼

Jackie Speier works 
to solve tax inequity

f you’re married and you live 
in California and you bought 
your house before 1978, it’s 
covered by Proposition 13. Under 
that constitutional amendment, 
you can pass your home on to 
your spouse and children, and 
they on to theirs, in perpetuity, 
and the property taxes can be in¬ 
creased by only 2 percent per year 
- no matter how much it has gone 
up in value. 

But if you’re gay, forget about it. 
Ellen Schaefer and her partner 
of 30 years, Lucien McGuire, were 
co-owners of their house in Eureka 
Valley. When McGuire died, the as¬ 
sessed value of their home went up 
eight times and the property tax 
bill soared from $480 to $3,500. 

Like many retirees, Schaefer 
lives on a fixed income, and when 
that first property tax bill arrived, 
she said she thought she would 
have to sell the house. She didn’t, 
but said, “A lot of what I have goes 
toward that property tax.” 

Relief may be on the way. State 
Senator Jackie Speier (D-San 
Francisco/San Mateo) introduced 
a state constitutional amendment, 
scheduled to be heard by the Sen¬ 
ate Revenue and Taxation Com¬ 
mittee on Wednesday, April 24, 
that will extend the benefits of 
Proposition 13 to all sorts of non-

traditional families. The legisla¬ 
tion provides that if you co-own a 
home for at least five years, and 
you and your partner live in it to¬ 
gether for that time, and it quali¬ 
fies under Proposition 13, the 
property cannot be reassessed 
upon your death. 

With Proposition 13, said 
Speier, “We’ve said that some rela¬ 
tionships are worth more that 
others. That’s unacceptable.” 

The proposal is crafted without 
mentioning domestic partners to 
include all sorts of non-tradition- 
al relationships as a matter of fair¬ 
ness and, as a matter of strategy, to 
diffuse opposition, Speier said. 

Last September, San Francisco 
Supervisor Mark Leno drafted a 
resolution urging the state Legisla¬ 
ture to do what Speier is proposing 
and he was at the news conference 


where the constitutional amend¬ 
ment proposal was announced. 

“If two heterosexuals were to 
be married for one minute,” Leno 
said, “they would get the benefits 
that a homosexual couple would¬ 
n’t get if they lived together in a 
loving relationship for 30 years. 
It’s not fair.” 

The bill has “a long road in a 
difficult fiscal year for the state,” 
Speier said. If it passes the Rev¬ 
enue and Taxation Committee, it 
then must clear the Senate Appro¬ 
priations Committee, the full Sen¬ 
ate, similar committees in the As¬ 
sembly, the full Assembly, and 
would then go before the voters in 
the 2004 general election. 

The state Board of Equalization 
has said that it cannot make an ac¬ 
curate estimate of the impact of the 
legislation on the state’s finances, 
because it doesn’t know how many 
taxpayers would qualify, but an aide 
to Speier said that the potential cost 
might be in the range of $10-20 
million in the first year. California’s 
budget last year was $88 billion. 

At the announcement earlier 
this month, Leno said that the leg¬ 
islation solves one problem for 
domestic partners, but that more 
than 1,000 rights are affected by 
marriage status. “Civil unions are 
our goal. That’s what we are work¬ 
ing for. But between times, we 
have to do what we can,” Leno 
said. ▼

role in ensuring that our wonder¬ 
fully diverse community is served 
by strong, enduring institutions is 
more vital than ever.” 

Doughty’s annual salary is 
$105,000. 

Doughty’s arrival coincides 
with the foundation being award¬ 
ed the three-year $750,000 grant 
from the California Endowment 
to build Horizons’ internal capac¬ 
ity and enhance its grantmaking 
and technical assistance programs 
for Bay Area lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender organizations. It 
is the largest single grant that 
Horizons Foundation has received 
and the largest grant that the Cal¬ 
ifornia Endowment has made to a 
LGBT organization. 

“The California Endowment 
has been a foundation leader in in¬ 
vesting in organizations and pro¬ 
grams that address the communi¬ 
ty health impacts of homophobia. 
We are immensely grateful for the 
California Endowment’s commit¬ 
ment to Horizons and to our com¬ 
munity,” said Lia Shigemura, Hori¬ 
zons board member. 

Established in 1979, Horizons 
is the nation’s first foundation 
dedicated to the LGBT communi¬ 
ty. Since it is dedicated to chal¬ 
lenging and ending anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination and to serving the 
needs of individuals and commu¬ 
nities living with the effects of 
anti-gay bigotry, the foundation 
was selected to receive funding 
from the endowment. 

“Reaching lesbian, gay, bisexu¬ 
al, and transgender people is cen¬ 
tral to the California Endowment’s 
goal of building healthy commu¬ 
nities for all Californians. We see 
the Horizons Foundation as a key 
partner in addressing the needs of 
this underserved population,” said 
Dianne Yamashiro-Omi, program 
officer at the endowment. 


The grant specifically supports 
the endowment’s goal of extend¬ 
ing its reach to address health is¬ 
sues within the LGBT community 
and will enhance Horizons’ grant¬ 
making focused on addressing 
health and mental health needs. 
The grant will also invest in build¬ 
ing Horizons’ development and 
donor services programs. 

“We believe that Horizons plays 
a crucial role as a permanent home 
for philanthropy within and for the 
LGBT community and we want to 
support Horizons in building its 
visibility and its services to 
donors,” added Yamashiro-Omi. 

The grant to Horizons is part 
of the endowment’s Focus Fun¬ 
ders Program, which builds grass¬ 
roots philanthropy in California 
by investing in community-based 
funds. Horizons is the only Focus 
Funder grantee whose focus is the 
LGBT community. 

Horizons Foundation has al¬ 
ready granted more than $1.2 mil¬ 
lion in 2002 in over 70 grants to 
LGBT and AIDS organizations in 
the Bay Area. These include grants 
from the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation through revenue 
from the AIDS Walk and AIDS 
Marathon, including a landmark 
$350,000 grant designated to nee¬ 
dle exchange programs. They also 
include grants made possible 
through the California Endow¬ 
ment’s Safety Net Initiative and 
grants from donor advised funds 
held at Horizons Foundation. 

“We are proud of the breadth 
of our programs already in 2002. 
Those grants, together with the 
support of the California Endow¬ 
ment and the leadership of Hori¬ 
zons by new Executive Director 
Roger Doughty make this a very 
exciting time for the foundation,” 
said Horizons board member 
Miguel Martinez Bustos. 

Doughty previously led Chica¬ 
go-based Horizons Community 
Services, the Midwest’s largest so¬ 
cial service and advocacy organiza¬ 


tion for the LGBT community. He 
also served as director of program 
administration for the Los Angeles 
Gay 8c Lesbian Center, overseeing a 
staff of 180 and program budgets 
of more than $15 million. 

Since 1998, Doughty has served 
as a board member of the Interna¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission. Doughty’s 
background also includes street 
activism, when he was president of 
the Gay and Lesbian Activists Al¬ 
liance in Washington, D.C., where 
he worked on HIV, hate-crimes 
and other issues, lobbying the D.C. 
City Council and Congress. Prior 
to attending law school, he worked 
at the Management Assistance 
Group, providing consulting ser¬ 
vices to social-cause organizations 
and served as associate director of 
the Coro Foundation, where he 
designed and directed Coro’s lead¬ 
ership training program for com¬ 
munity activists. 

“Roger brings the intelligence, 
integrity, leadership, proven im¬ 
plementation skills, and deep 
LGBT experience we were looking 
for. He will ensure that the foun¬ 
dation has a clear, informed vi¬ 
sion matched with a strong, sus¬ 
tainable business model, staff, and 
infrastructure to deliver on that 
vision over time,” said Horizons 
board member David Gleba, who 
chaired the search committee. 

Doughty holds a bachelor of 
arts degree magna cum laude 
from Williams College, a master’s 
of public policy degree from Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berkeley, and 
a law degree with academic dis¬ 
tinction from the Boalt Hall 
School of Law. 

The foundation will begin dis¬ 
tributing the endowment funding 
to Bay Area LGBT organizations 
through its Community Issues 
grant cycle. The application dead¬ 
line for Community Issues 2002 is 
August 13.

AIDS Grove completes 
projects, holds gala

A s supporters of the National 
AIDS Memorial Grove plan 
their third annual spring 
fundraiser, construction crews are 
completing work on several new 
features to the stand of trees in 
Golden Gate Park. 

Conceived in 1989 by a small 
group of San Franciscans who had 
lost loved ones to AIDS, the grove 
is the country’s only national 
AIDS memorial. The board se¬ 
cured a 99-year renewable agree¬ 
ment with the city through the 
Recreation and Park Department 
to maintain the spot in perpetuity. 

Since development of the grove 
began in 1991, the wooden basin 
has provided a place for renewal, 
remembrance, and hope to thou¬ 
sands of visitors who are either liv¬ 
ing with HIV or lost loved ones to 
AIDS. This year the remaining 
pieces of the original plan for the 
memorial are being installed. 

Workers have been putting the 
final touches on two areas in the 
grove: West Portal and the Cross¬ 
roads Circle. To date the West Por¬ 
tal construction is complete ex¬ 
cept for several engravings. For 
the circle feature, workers have 
poured concrete, and boulders are 
being placed but a stone element 
from Minnesota has been delayed, 
so completion is not expected 
until mid-May. 


Two map stands will also be 
added to the grove: one will be 
placed at the walking trail en¬ 
trance on Bowling Green Drive 
and a second will be located by the 
meadow overlook. In addition, 
handicap access improvements 
were added to the grove’s meadow 
as well as grading of access roads 
to the Circle of Friends. 

“The park required us to re¬ 
grade two roadways that lead 
down into the meadow from 
Bowling Green Drive. We had to 
smooth them out so they weren’t 
quite as steep,” said Gary Pike, co¬ 
chair of the grove’s board. 

“Over the years we had erosion 
problems there from trucks going 
up and down the meadow” for 
pruning or events, added Pike. 

To help care for the living 
memorial, the Bay Area retail and 
design community will once gain 
host Shangri-La: A Shopper’s Par¬ 
adise next month. The two-day 
event will be held in a giant tent in 
the grove’s meadow. 

The grove’s board of directors is 
also nearing the end of a $1.5 mil¬ 
lion fundraising drive to create an 
endowment to care for the seven- 
acre site in perpetuity. The board 
hopes this year’s gala event will 
complete the endowment drive. 

“We have raised a little more 
than $1.4 million. Since we have 
raised over $100,000 the last two 
years doing this event, we hope 
this year it will allow us to com¬ 


plete the endowment,” said Pike. 

The Shangri-La gala and auc¬ 
tion will take place Friday, May 3 
from 7 to 11 p.m. This year’s event 
will feature a catered dinner, silent 
and live auctions, and entertain¬ 
ment. Tickets are $125. 

This year’s theme is the silk 
road route during the 1930s and 
attendees are encouraged to wear 
costumes from that era. 

On Saturday, May 4 thousands 
of items from dozens of local re¬ 
tailers and interior design show¬ 
rooms will be priced well below 
retail for the shopper’s paradise 
event. Gumps, Hold Everything, 
Banana Republic, Williams-Sono- 
ma, and Pottery Barn are some of 
the local businesses that have con¬ 
tributed to this year’s sale. 

Also, shoppers can search 
through hundreds of candles, 
rugs, garden items, home acces¬ 
sories, and pillows that will be on 
sale at bargain prices. Additional¬ 
ly, 500 colorful Chinese silk 
lanterns will be for sale. 

There is a $5 suggested dona¬ 
tion for entry to the sale which 
will take place from 9 a.m. to 4 
p.m. at the grove.

eenagers who might be 
more at home at a Linkin 
Park concert swoop around 
the perimeter of Yerba Buena Ice 
Rink with the elan of professional 
hockey players. Dating cou¬ 
ples dawdle clumsily in 
pairs. In the center, a gay 
couple tries out their 
pirouettes. And slowly, 
carefully, Alan Lessik gets 
another tip on his turns 
from veteran skater 
Kobayashi. 

Lessik has been 
training for months to 
fulfill an impulsive 
dream: to compete in 
figure skating at Gay 
Games VI in Sydney this November. 

The idea came to him after 
stopping by Yerba Buena’s ice rink 
at 4th and Howard streets. He 
took a few group lessons, then 
started private lessons with Na¬ 
tionals champ and Gay Games 
veteran Kobayashi. 

“I always wanted to do this,” 
said Lessik. “It’s a big thing for 
me.” 

A self-described “big, geeky 
non-athlete” who was “always the 


worst athlete in school,” the 48- 
year-old Long Island-born Lessik 
is deputy director of the Commu¬ 
nity School of Music and Arts in 
Mountain View. He avoided 
sports for years, and considers set¬ 
ting the goal of Gay Games VI a 
major accomplishment. 

Despite some persistent back 
problems, and hav¬ 
ing his skates stolen 
early in his training, 
his perseverance is proving 
productive. 

He couldn’t have found a 
more celebrated skater as his 
trainer. Kobayashi 
made headlines in 
early April when he 
won the Adult Na¬ 
tionals in Detroit, 
Michigan. He per¬ 
formed one routine in drag as 
Olympic skater Michelle Kwan. 

Although known for its gay 
ranks and devoted fans, other 
than the celebrated Rudy Galindo, 
Kobayashi is one of few openly 
gay competitive figure skaters. 

Not that there isn’t a welcom¬ 
ing community among gay 
skaters. Figure skating is always an 
emotionally charged and heartfelt 
part of Gay Games events.

and female same-sex pairs, which 
is basically banned from the 
Olympics and other formal com¬ 
petition. 

The medal fracas at 1998’s Gay 
Games V in Amsterdam only 
brought gay and lesbian skaters 
closer together. Arguments be¬ 
tween the International Skating 
Union and Dutch organizers who 
failed to obtain waivers for same- 
sex pairings led to no competitive 
level medals being awarded at the 
“Open Practice.” Yet skaters have 
moved on, and a different govern¬ 
ing body, the Ice Skating Institute, 
as well as a more responsible 
group of hosts, will sanction Syd¬ 
ney’s Games. 

But for Lessik, “It’s not about 
competing. It’s just to say I did 
this. I made it there. That will be 
my achievement.” 

Now skating up to five times a 
week, Lessik says, “it’s not even a 
physical goal, but a personal goal, 
the kind I’ve never set myself. It’s 
not a team sport, so whatever I do 
will be what I do. Being alone in 
front of a crowd on the ice; it’s ex¬ 
citing.”

fewer than six T-shirts with 
stereotypical Asian images. In the 
larger Spring Quarterly, most of 
the models of color are African 
American, and most of them are 
also shown only in stereotypical 
roles (see photo). 

Real outreach to the Asian 
community, noted Lee, would be 
through the hiring of Asians as 
models, public relations associ¬ 
ates, and marketing associates. 

“We are all those things: mod¬ 
els, marketing consultants, execu¬ 
tives. We are even foreign wait¬ 
resses and taxi drivers,” noted Lee. 
“We are not just the slanty-eyed 
Wong brothers.” 

For Tang, the shirts are an even 


bigger “slap in the face” because 
“much of the garment industry 
exploits Asian Pacific Islanders. 
The shirts say a lot about how 
first-world economies intention¬ 
ally exploit the population on 
many levels.” 

And for Tamara Ching, an 
AIDS prevention program direc¬ 
tor, the timing of the shirts coin¬ 
cided perfectly with a recently re¬ 
leased report about a recent spike 
in crime against Arabs and South 
Asians, (see story, page 3). 

“It is just unbelievable,” said 
Ching. “When a major company 
produces shirts like these, it gives 
the message that it is okay to joke 
about ethnicity. And if it is okay to 
joke, then why not take it a step 
further? It may cross that line to 
being actual physical violence and 
a hate crime.” 


Tang, recognizing that Aber¬ 
crombie often specifically mar¬ 
kets its products to men who 
have sex with men, hopes that the 
mainstream LGBT community 
will, not let Abercrombie off the 
hook. 

“I challenge folks to really 
think,” she said, “to connect the 
dots, and recognize how many is¬ 
sues come together here.” 

Lee, for one, is optimistic that 
a diverse coalition will keep the 
pressure on the merchandiser. 

“They weren’t counting on the 
fact that Asians are gay people 
and representatives of a variety of 
groups,” said Lee. “Now they’ve 
got the gay groups worked up, the 
civil rights groups angry, and the 
college students ready to protest. 
All of these people are their po¬ 
tential customers.” ▼

ing, particularly against Arabs,” 
said Women’s Building executive 
director Teresa Mejia, whose 
building was recently spray-paint¬ 
ed with anti-Arab graffiti. 

Most of the anti-Arab incidents 
were reported to the agency in Oc¬ 
tober, one month after the terror at¬ 
tacks of September 11 and during 
the first weeks of the war in 
Afghanistan. With conflict continu¬ 
ing to rage in the Middle East, 


D’Elia said the number of incidents 
of anti-Arab and gay incidents could 
continue to rise this year. 

“Homophobia is always tied to 
war crimes, such as dropping a 
bomb on the supposed fags in 
Afghanistan,” said D’Elia, referring 
to an Associated Press photo of an 
American bomb spray painted 
with anti-gay graffiti. 

Even with the SFPD’s special 
unit, many victims are not com¬ 
fortable talking to officers. Due to 
fear of the police or language bar¬ 
riers, many gay people in minority 
and immigrant communities do 


not feel comfortable coming for¬ 
ward to report incidents. 

“A lot of times when that hap¬ 
pens they try to keep it amongst 
themselves. They will not report 
it,” said Tamara Ching, director of 
the Southeast Asian Transgender 
Aids Prevention Program. “There 
is not a lot of trust of police with¬ 
in the community.” 

Although local police have 
made an effort to address the anti¬ 
gay attacks, nationally there was an 
increase in hostile responses from 
police when someone was report¬ 
ing a hate crime, said D’Elia. ▼

Smith’s original trial strongly sup¬ 
ports his release and the Los An¬ 
geles County District Attorney’s 
office has not opposed parole. 

In his message, Davis wrote: 
“Mr. Smith participated in com¬ 
mitting a wanton and violent act 
against another human being for 
something as inconsequential as 
an unsatisfactory drug deal. His 
actions during the commission of 
this crime, in addition to his his¬ 
tory of drug abuse and criminal 
activity, indicate a person with lit¬ 
tle regard for human life. Mr. 
Smith minimizes his role in the 
crime, claiming to have been a 
mere bystander, but the court 
found he was a contributing par¬ 
ticipant in the crime.” 

Schwartz wrote, to the con¬ 
trary, the parole board found “the 
victim died of causes related to 
acts of the prisoner, but was not 
directly assaulted by the prisoner. 
Therefore, the governor’s asser¬ 
tion that the petitioner shot the 
victim is completely unsupported 
by the record in this case.” 

Davis wrote that the parole 
board, whose members he ap¬ 
points, as well as Smith’s trial 
judge, are wrong. 

“The Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department is opposed 
to parole for Mr. Smith,” the gov¬ 
ernor noted, “stating in several let¬ 
ters that their investigation re¬ 
vealed that Mr. Smith shot the vic¬ 
tim and that ‘based on the facts of 
this case,’ it is the opinion of this 
department that parole of inmate 
Smith is inappropriate and should 
be denied.” 

Smith’s attorney countered the 
governor in a legal brief: “The only 
possible source of information 
that Mr. Smith may have shot the 
victim comes from a self-serving 
statement by the co-defendant, 
Kevin Leigh. Aside from Mr. 
Leigh’s self-serving statement, all 
circumstantial evidence demon¬ 
strates Leigh was responsible for 
drowning and shooting the vic¬ 
tim. Governor Davis completely 
ignored the findings of the Hon¬ 
orable Robert Thomas [Smith’s 
original trial judge]. Judge 
Thomas concluded that it was 
Smith’s crime partner, Kevin 
Leigh, who shot and drowned the 
victim.” 

Davis once vowed to block the 
parole of all convicted killers. 
Since taking office he’s only ap¬ 
proved parole for two killers, both 
of whom were women who killed 
their abusive partners. 

In an April 4 editorial, the Los 
Angeles Times blasted Davis for 
what the paper called his “autopi¬ 
lot parole policy.” The Times cited 
Smith’s health and accused Davis 
of sentencing him to die in 
prison. 

The Times along with the 
Sacramento Bee newspaper edito¬ 
rial boards have also been sharply 
critical of Davis for blocking 
Rosenkrantz’s parole. 

After Schwartz ordered Smith 
released, Davis appealed to the 
California Supreme Court which 
is expected to hear the case in 
May. The high court is also ex¬ 
pected to decide in May the fate of 
Rosenkrantz, whose release was 
ordered by two Superior Court 
judges and an Appeals Court 
panel. The Supreme Court could 
decide either not to hear the case 
and by default allow the lower 
courts’ rulings to stand, or the jus¬ 
tices could decide to schedule 
their own hearing on the case. 

Like Smith, Rosenkrantz has 
been in custody since his arrest in 
1985. He was convicted of shooting 
former schoolmate Steve Redman 
after Redman physically attacked 
him and later outed him to his fa-

W hen Mark Morris generously previewed his 
new Schumann work, V, for Bay Area fans 
last fall, just after the World Trade Center 
tragedy, it was meant as a healing gesture of 
solidarity. V was headed for a world premiere at Lon¬ 
don’s Sadler’s Wells Theatre, but Morris wanted 
Americans, in our hour of need, to see it first. That is 
as close to overt sentiment as Morris gets, yet it was 
impossible to watch V then in objective, rational, aes¬ 


thetic terms. It made me cry. 

Last weekend, the Mark Morris Dance Group re¬ 
turned to Zellerbach Hall on the Berkeley campus with 
a program that included V, which now, distanced from 
the traumatic events of September 11 (with which it has 
no connection anyway), simply looks more and more 
like a masterpiece, one of Morris’ half-dozen finest ab¬ 
stract works. Technically sharp, with so many tall, 
well-formed male dancers, MMDG was sponsored by 
Cal Performances as part of Yo-Yo Ma’s traveling circus, 
the Silk Road Project. The centerpiece of the program 


that ended with V was Morris’ latest work, Kolam, chore¬ 
ographed to a score by Zakir Hussain and Ethan Iverson. 

Morris opened the evening with his best Lou Har¬ 
rison piece, World Power (1995), that biting comment 
on colonialism, specifically America conquering the 
Philippines. Danced to a characteristic Harrison 
gamelan score with trumpet and harp interjections, 
plus a choral setting of Mark Twain’s bitter text on 
America “pacifying the islanders” and thus becoming 
“a World Power,” this piece is as subtle movement-

Fey world of 42nd St. Moon's 'ByJupiteF

V i he word “homosexual” did- 
% n’t appear in any of the 
3 original 1942 reviews of By 
Jupiter, but the word “gay” cer¬ 
tainly did. Mostly, it was probably 
meant in the old way, but even 
then it suggested a certain light¬ 
ness in one’s loafers. 

You can also find “sissy,” 
“nancy,” and “soprano-voiced 4-F 
males” in the reviews, and those 
terms are less ambiguous. By 
Jupiter, the final new musical 
from Richard Rodgers and Larry 
Hart, is unmistakably a queer 
show — even if traditional het¬ 
erosexual behavior triumphs in 
the end. 

42nd Street Moon is opening 
its 10th season of staged concerts 
with By Jupiter, part of its centen¬ 
nial tribute to Rodgers, and if di¬ 
rector Jenny Lord has cranked up 
the feyness for today’s audiences, 
it doesn’t seem like it was by 
much, from the evidence of those 
original reviews. 

In fact, the 1942 notices can be 
considerably cribbed for a review 
of the show now at the Eureka 
Theatre: a first act that is a hoot, 
and a second act that loses comic 
steam before it’s over; a tuneful 
score with clever lyrics, if not 
Rodgers and Hart at their best; 
and beguiling performances led 
by Ray Bolger — or in the case of 
42nd Street Moon, by the comi¬ 
cally agile Bill Fahrner. 

Fahrner plays one of the pret¬ 
ty-in-pink subservient males in a 
mythical land dominated by 
butch females. His mother offers 
him up to Queen Hippolyta as a 
husband — marriage being a new 
concept borrowed from the 
Greeks — and he is giddily happy 


until Hippolyta heads off to war 
without consummating the mar¬ 
riage. “I never dreamed I’d be a 
war groom,” Sapiens moans. 

Rodgers and Hart based their 
libretto on The Warrior's Hus¬ 
band, the 1932 Julian Thompson 
play that starred newcomer 
Katharine Hepburn as the swag¬ 
gering Hippolyta. Hart, by then 
consumed by alcohol and homo¬ 
sexual shame, actually did most of 
his surprisingly upbeat work 
from a hospital room equipped 
with a piano. 

By Jupiter is one of 42nd Street 
Moon’s classier productions, with 
an attractive cast, imaginative di¬ 
rection by Lord, solid musical di¬ 
rection by Dave Dobrusky, and 
whimsical choreography by Jayne 
Zaban. Still, the second act sags, a 
condition that not even the best 
talents of 1942 could prevent. 

In addition to Fahrner’s ingra¬ 
tiating work, the production also 


benefits from Lesley Hamilton’s 
performance as Hippolyta, John 
Patrick Moore as the Greek war¬ 
rior Theseus, Cynthia Myers as 
the Amazonian warrior Antiope, 
and the strong-voiced Jacqueline 
McSwanson as Buria. In fact, the 
entire cast looks good and per¬ 
forms well in Cindy Brillhart- 
True and Linda Rawls’ elaborate 
costumes. 

With its gender bending look 
at sexuality, it’s not surprising 
that Hollywood passed on By 
Jupiter. This was probably for the 
best, for one can only guess how 
the movies would have neutered 
the story. Those were the days 
when Broadway was saucy and 
Hollywood was demure. T

Loud and queer 

Last week the NY Times ran a 
feature about An American Fami¬ 
ly’s Lance Loud, who died last 
December, of hepatitis C, at 50. 
That landmark PBS series, from 
the Paleolithic era known as the 
70s, was the Judy to The Real 
World, Survivor etc.’ s Lizas. Quoth 
the Times: “As the first star of real¬ 
ity television (and the first obvi¬ 
ously gay teenager asked into 
many American homes), he was, 
in his own way, as much a trail- 


blazer as [legendarily-well-hung 
comedian] Milton Berle.”Plushe 
looked better in a dress. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
Loud did not come out during the 
filming. “According to [American 
Family’s directors] Alan and 
Susan Raymond, he had told his 
parents he was gay when he was 
16. Although he had known since 
the age of 13 — when he dyed his 
hair silver and began a penpal 
friendship with Warhol — that 
middle-class normalcy was not his 
fate, his sexual orientation was not 
spelled out on the series.” 

Loud asked the Raymonds to 
film his final days. The result is An 
American Family: The Final 
Episode, scheduled for broadcast 
on PBS. “He could have asked for 
a priest or a minister,” Ms. Ray¬ 
mond told the Times’ Richard B. 
Woodward, “but he called for his 
filmmakers.”

wise as it is powerful textually. I 
would like to see it danced as a 
trilogy with Morris’ other two 
works in a similar vein, Pacific and 
Gong, though I imagine the chore¬ 
ographer might find some musi¬ 
cal flaw in that grouping. 

Kolam, as near as I could discern 
from one viewing, has no ironic 
edge or anti-imperialist subtext. It 
is an exploration of ethnic move¬ 
ment ordered through the sensibil¬ 
ity of a modern dance choreogra¬ 
pher whose antecedents include fla¬ 
menco, Balkan line-dancing and 
Kathak, an Indian dance form char¬ 
acterized by the wearing of ankle 
bells that act as percussion — an ef¬ 
fect Morris neatly incorporates in 
Kolam. Morris has never disguised 
or been ashamed of his fascination 
with Eastern music and dance. At 
the same time, it never looks as if he 
is exploiting or co-opting ethnic 


movement. 

Morris includes flexed feet, 
cocked wrists, the head dislocated 
to the side of the shoulders, all 
gestures that scream “Asia,” as do 
the yoga postures in Kolam — 
particularly a headstand with the 
legs in a diamond position and the 
side-reclining pose with one arm 
casually yet significantly draped 
on the thigh. Kolam refers to the 
art of decorating courtyards, walls 
and places of worship with de¬ 
signs in colored powders. It’s like 
graffiti, only with better taste. As 
the program notes: “It is the only 
art in India that transcends caste, 
occupation and religion.” As such, 
it is perfect for Morris’ ecumeni¬ 
cal choreographic purposes. 

Kolam is certainly a decorative 
dance, though one does not use 
that word pejoratively. Beauty is 
nothing to sneer at. Katherine Mc¬ 
Dowell’s costumes, especially the 
filmy harem pants, give the 
women the most erotic-looking

behinds, while I won’t even begin 
to describe how attractive they 
make the bare-chested men, even 
in what seems to be a completely 
chaste dance. Howard Hodgkin’s 
stunning backdrop, with its bril¬ 
liant sunset painted over cool blue 
mountains, adds visual appeal. 

Then there is the music, a 
five-part score with three sections 
composed by Hussain, the Marin 
County-based tabla player who 
has written a number of film and 
dance scores, and two by Iverson, 
the MMDG’s jazz-pianist music 
director. Iverson plays piano, Ben 
Street is on bass, Hussain plays 
tabla (and I presume drone, 
though I couldn’t see it), while Ma 
has several long, melodic solo 
riffs. Kolam manages to sound im¬ 
provised, even though it can’t be, 
because the dancers have to be 
able to count the music. 

As a flawlessly judged occa¬ 
sional piece — Morris is one of 
the few living choreographers who 
has Frederic Ashton’s knack of 
making a bagatelle without seem¬ 
ing to slum — Kolam is an agree¬ 
able, occasionally surprising en¬ 
tertainment, but following it with 
V emphasizes something I have al¬ 
ways felt about Morris’ work. Ob¬ 
viously he loves all the music he 
employs, but the better the music, 


the greater his response. It’s as if 
the composer himself raises the 
bar, while Morris, champion high- 
jumper that he is, flies over it. 

V is set to Schumann’s gor¬ 
geous, complicated Quintet in 
E-flat for piano and strings, here 
given a sensationally fast, crisp, yet 
expressive performance by Ma, 
Lisa Lee and Andrea Schultz (vio¬ 
lins), Jessica Troy (viola) and Ilan 
Rechtman (piano). Dressed in 
cobalt blue shorts and blousons 
and pale green tanks with loose 
trousers, the 14 dancers are divid¬ 
ed into two phalanxes. I use that 
word advisedly because they 
swoop around the stage in a “V” 
formation like a flock of birds or 
the Blue Angels. Mostly, each 
group keeps to itself, but the in¬ 
teractions are arresting, as when 
Julie Worden and Bradon Mc¬ 
Donald start a pas de deux that 
the others take up. 

In the funereal slow move¬ 
ment, a jerky march rhythm in¬ 
spires Morris to send his dancers 
across the stage crouched on fin¬ 
ger and tip-toe, only to rise and 
become fully human. What does 
this mean? Evolution? Rising from 
the ashes? How about simply re¬ 
sponding to the fact that the 
music grinds low and then soars? 
Whatever it felt like last fall, now 
it just feels like Mark Morris — 
creative, inventive and emotive 
when faced with creative, inven¬ 
tive, emotive music. T

* he untimely 1924 death of 
silent film pioneer Thomas 
Ince remains a legendary 
Hollywood mystery, shrouded in 
gossip and innuendo. Ince died two 
days after returning from a pleasure 
cruise on the private yacht of 
William Randolph Hearst and 
Marion Davies, and his body was 
immediately cremated without an 
autopsy. The official cause of death 
was heart failure brought on by in¬ 
digestion, but the rumor has always 
been that Ince was shot by Hearst. 
Fantasy floods where fact leaves a 
vacuum, and Peter Bogdanovich 
steps into that breach with his latest 
film, The Cat’s Meow. 

Bogdanovich uses an original 
script by Steven Peros, providing 
Peros’ version of what might have 
happened on that fateful cruise. 
The sailing party includes Hearst 
(Edward Hermann), Davies 
(Kirsten Dunst), Ince (Cary 
Elwes), Charlie Chaplin (Eddie Iz- 
zard), Louella Parsons (Jennifer 
Tilly), British author Elinor Glyn 
(Joanna Lumley), a jazz band, and 
a half-dozen additional invitees. 
All are costumed beautifully by 
Caroline de Vivaise and pho¬ 
tographed with that wonderful 
magic-hour glow by cinematogra¬ 
pher Bruno Delbonnel. But de¬ 
spite everyone’s best efforts, the 
film rolls along with all the charm 
and charisma of a Lifetime televi¬ 
sion movie. 

Among the cast, Edward Her¬ 
mann carries appropriate weight, 
physically and emotionally, in his 
rendering of Hearst. But Kirsten 
Dunst is not only too young to 
play Marion Davies, but her per¬ 
formance lacks the requisite 
depth. Having a cross-dressing 
stand-up comedian playing 
Davies’ alleged lover, Charlie 
Chaplin, does not help. Eddie Iz- 
zard is earnest in his portrayal, but 
the requisite sparks between his

terialize. Jennifer Tilly, badly mis¬ 
cast as Louella Parsons, survives 
the role only because of her per¬ 
sonal charm and generally likable 
screen persona. 

As the sailing party begins to 
board the yacht, the air of forced 
frivolity, combined with Bog¬ 
danovich’s contemporary render¬ 
ing of old-Hollywood noblesse 
oblige, results in a less than credi¬ 
ble opening segment. It’s all very 
Murder on the Orient Express from 
the opening scenes right up to 
Ince’s shooting, almost two-thirds 
of the way into the movie. There 
is too much posing and posturing 
going on in the film’s early sec¬ 
tions, which alienates the audi¬ 
ence and detracts from the com¬ 
plexity of the relationships be¬ 
tween the characters. 

Once Ince is shot, we finally get 
some quiet, private moments that 
allude to the depth of feeling 
among the characters, and the 
genuine interdependency of their 


personal and professional lives. 
But it is too little, and it arrives too 
late, to salvage The Cat’s Meow. 
Peter Bogdanovich, who hasn’t 
had a hit since Mask (1985), des¬ 
perately needs one. Unfortunate¬ 
ly for everyone, The Cat’s Meow is 
not it. T

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Murder by numbers

' , he trauma in the Mideast 
continues to take television’s 
center stage despite a few 
other moments of drama: an Am- 
trak derailment; an old man in 
Milan allegedly committing sui¬ 
cide by flying his small plane into 
an office building, killing several 
and injuring dozens more; and an 
April heat wave in the Northeast, 
just in time for Earth Day, that 
sent temperatures into the upper 
90s, reminding most sane people 
that we are destroying the envi¬ 
ronment. There were also quiet 
markers of some other horrific 
events — Oklahoma City, 
Columbine, D-Day. But the death 
toll keeps mounting in the 


Mideast, with Yasser Arafat as in¬ 
transigent as ever and Ariel 
Sharon only marginally less so. 

Yet US TV-news coverage con¬ 
tinues to promote the idea 
that the US is on top of 
the situation, and that 
America’s pro-Israel 
stance will somehow 
win the battle of 
words that must be 
won before any actu¬ 
al cease-fire can 
occur. (And 
Colin Powell is 
Spiderman.) 

Meanwhile, 
in the rest of the world, anti-Semi¬ 
tism is on the rise, particularly in 
Europe. For those who lived 
through World War II, last week’s 
series of attacks on synagogues, 


Jewish cemeteries and Jewish 
schools must have been a terrify¬ 
ing deja vu. 

The violence was worst in 
France, where collaboration has 
always been an issue, and 
where anti-Semitism 
has always simmered 
just beneath the sur¬ 
face of national con¬ 
sciousness. Unlike 
Germany, where grim 
reminders of the 
Holocaust have 
caused neo- 
Nazism to be 
made a crime 
and blatant anti-Semitism almost 
non-existent, in France, with the 
largest Muslim population in Eu¬ 
rope (Muslims outnumber Jews 
10 to one, though the Jewish pop¬ 
ulation was far larger pre-Holo- 
caust), there are no such restric¬ 
tions, and as a consequence, 
swastikas were in abundance dur¬ 
ing last week’s pro-Palestinian ral¬ 
lies in Paris and elsewhere. And so 
were banners and signs equating 
Israel with Nazism. 

This news has been reported 
by BBC Worldnews for weeks, but 
US TV coverage has utterly ig¬ 
nored the rising violence in Eu¬ 
rope. If we believed in conspiracy 
theories, we might think this was 
part of the collusion to make the 
Bush Administration look as if it’s 
been hands-on in the Mideast 
mayhem. 

Nightline, ever the Cassandra- 
esque voice in the TV wilderness, 
did a segment on the topic when 
Powell returned last week. The 
query: Can one criticize Israel 
without being anti-Semitic? Anti¬ 
queer, anti-Semitic, anti-woman 
“leftist” ideologue Christopher 
Hitchens ranted briefly on the 
topic; in calm counterpoint, the 
Anti-Defamation League suggest¬ 
ed that a clear litmus test could be 
used. Criticism of Israel, Sharon, 
the settlements, and so forth could 
certainly be considered valid if a 
stricter standard were not being 
applied to Israel than to anyone 
else. 

Also on the segment, Nobel 
Peace Prize-winner and Holocaust 
survivor Elie Wiesel spoke with 
his usual sad eloquence, decrying 
the violence, decrying the use of 
young Palestinian boys and girls 
as suicide bombers, and, carefully, 
suggesting that the plight of the 
non-terrorist Palestinians was ter¬ 
rible. Kudos again to Nightline for 
presenting what never gets pre¬ 
sented elsewhere on the news. 

Degrade inflation 

Kudos to ABC also for sticking 
with the Rosie O’Donnell story 
and what it means for ordinary 
queers. It helps mitigate the net¬ 
work’s reputation given that exe¬ 
crable piece of excremental Reali¬ 
ty TV, The Bachelor, which they’ve 
been airing this season. That any 
woman, let alone 10, would put 
herself in such a degrading posi¬ 
tion as to be chosen from a virtu¬ 
al harem by any man is simply 
disgusting. This is entertainment? 
What’s next, stoning in the public 
square? We watched as one of the 


women not chosen to be in the 
final group had a severe anxiety 
attack and paramedics had to be 
called. Icky, icky, icky. This show 
makes Temptation Island look like 
Frontline. 

But we digress. In last week’s 
follow-up interview with Prime 
Time hostess-with-the-mostest 
Diane Sawyer, Rosie spoke about 
being sexually abused as a child, 
but amazingly didn’t go into 
specifics (and she calls herself a 
celebrity!) She also talked about 
her mother’s death from breast 
cancer and her continued pursuit 
of justice for the Lofton-Croteau 
family in Florida, who are at risk 
of losing their 10-year-old foster 
son because of Florida’s anti-gay 
adoption laws. 

According to Sawyer’s report, 
several former Florida legislators, 
in response to O’Donnell’s but¬ 
ton-holing of them, have pledged 
to work to overturn the law next 
session. Gov. Jeb Bush has made 
no commitments one way or the 
other, but O’Donnell packs a sur¬ 
prising amount of clout for a girl 
from Queens who made good. 

We have to admit we have al¬ 


ways liked Rosie, who has consis¬ 
tently put her money where her 
big mouth is (like quitting her 
sponsorship of K-Mart when she 
found they sold guns.) Most 
celebrities use their celebrity to 
self-aggrandize; O’Donnell is 
using it for the good of queer par¬ 
ents everywhere. Rosie exits stage 
left in six weeks, ceding her day¬ 
time talk show to comedienne 
Carolyn Rhea. 

Prime Time recorded more hits 
on their website after the first 
Rosie interview than after any 
other show. The National Adop¬ 
tion Center also received numer¬ 
ous calls in response to the pro¬ 
gram. And now the movement to 
end the ban on gay adoption in 
Florida has gone into full-swing, 
with numerous legislators behind 
it. 

Rosie’s most moving quote 
from Thursday’s interview was 
when she told Sawyer what com¬ 
ing out publicly had meant for 
her. Now when people see her in 
public, she says, “They see me as a 
whole person,” with a lover, a life, 
and more than just celebrity. And 
perhaps also, a role model? 

Speaking of integrity and role 
models, veteran news anchor 
Howard K. Smith died last week at 
the age of 88. A protege of Edward 
R. Murrow, Smith always spoke 
his mind — like when he, who 
had been a supporter of Nixon’s 
Vietnam policies, was the first to 
publicly call on-air for Nixon’s 
resignation after Watergate was 
revealed. In the ’60s, when the Ku 
Klux Klan was rife in Alabama 
and Smith was reporting on the 
problem, he planned to end his 


program with the immortal quote 
from Edmund Burke: “All that is 
necessary for the triumph of evil 
is for good men to do nothing.” 
His then-boss, CBS head William 
Paley quashed the idea, and Smith 
resigned. They don’t make ’em 
like that anymore. 

Queering of America 

Shifting gears totally, the new 
gay network may be in trouble — 
of having competition — accord¬ 
ing to some sources. PrideVision 
of Canada is also interesting in 
queering the US TV market. Feast 
or famine? It’s just like an episode 
of Queer as Folk, ain’t it? Except 
exciting and something to stay 
tuned to, rather than sleep 
through. 

Speaking of staying tuned, set 
your VCRs tonight for the begin¬ 
ning of the Will & Grace celebrity 
round-up, which will include 
Cher, Glenn Close and a few oth¬ 
ers. Tonight’s episode (can we tell 
it’s sweeps month, or what?) stars 
Michael Douglas doing an hilari¬ 
ous reprise of his Basic Instinct 
role — with Will. Well worth 
watching. 


In fact, there isn’t much reason 
to stray from NBC these days, ex¬ 
cept for the news. Everything is 
funny or deeply moving. ER loses 
Anthony Edwards to Dr. Green’s 
malignant brain tumor this sea¬ 
son. Edwards is the only continu¬ 
ing player from the show’s early 
days, and a consistently good 
actor, with edgy storylines, many 
of them queer-focused. We’ll miss 
him and hope the edginess that 
has helped define his good-guy 
character won’t walk with him. 
We also hope that fabulous kiss we 
witnessed a few weeks back be¬ 
tween Laura Innes and Lisa Vidal 
(we thought for a moment we 
were watching QAF, but then we 
remembered that the lesbians on 
that show aren’t exactly lesbian) 
will get a reprise. 

Some VCR alerts for sweeps 
month: Sunday, April 28 on CBS, 
Living with the Dead: zombies and 
a Stephen King-esque plot make 
this worth watching; Monday, 
April 29 on ABC, The Gilda Rad- 
ner Story; and for those who just 
can’t get enough of special effects, 
Dinotopia begins May 12 on NBC. 

Finally, our quote of the week 
is a little precious, and perhaps in 
poor taste given the topic, but we 
liked it anyway. On Colin Powell’s 
return to the US after a lackluster 
diplomatic foray into the Mideast 
drama, Bill Maher quipped that 
the Powell trip left Bush none- 
too-pleased and reminded him of 
his druggie days: “Sending the 
black guy into the bad neighbor¬ 
hood to cop, and having him 
come back empty-handed.” 

Let’s hope, for all our sakes, it’s 
not a trend. ▼

% t’s early in Buenos Aires. A 
~ young man enters a 7-11, buys 
8 a small item with a large bill, 
and the clerk is flustered — does 
she has enough change? An aisle 
over, a man with a neatly trimmed 
goatee prepares a hot dog off a 
self-service grill. Politely, the 
young man offers the clerk a 
smaller bill while scooping up the 
change from the large one. Upon 
leaving, the young man sees a shift 
change, notices that he can pull the 
same scam on the new clerk. This 
time, he’s busted. The man with 
the hot dog makes the arrest. He 
takes the change off the counter as 
evidence. A block away, this “cop” 
abandons his prisoner. Removing 
the wrapper from a candy bar, he 
sighs, “Crunchy,” and between 
bites sneers, “Made in Greece. This 
country is going to hell.” 

In the new film Nine Queens, 
first-time director Fabian Bielin- 
sky’s smart and very entertaining 
noirish caper, Marcos, the “cop,” 
and Juan, the “nice” young man, are 
brothers under the skin, our guides 
through the demimonde of Ar¬ 
gentina’s fleshy and flashy capital. 
Early in their day together, Marcos, 
with a sly wink, warns Juan to 
watch his step, “mind your car, your 
apartment, your ass — there’s an 
army of thieves out there.” 

On their first “date” as partners 
in crime, Marcos and Juan try 
fleecing little old ladies with a tele¬ 
phone scam. As we watch them 
hook an “auntie” to lend them 
money, we see a dog on a long 
leash peeing on the cornerstone of 
a graceful old apartment building. 
Everyone in this world of thieves is 
on some kind of a leash, the ques¬ 
tion is just who is holding the 


chain. Testing the mettle of his 
pupil, his potential partner or 
maybe victim, Marcos shows Juan 
a variety of sophisticated scams 
and some pretty petty ones, like 
conning the corner newsguy out of 
a paper. Sensing Juan’s contempt, 
Marcos sneers, “Of course I can 
buy it, but I can also nor buy it.” 

Nine Queens is, among its many 
delights, a nifty comedy of bad 
manners. It’s a film that will re¬ 
mind many of early movie Mamet, 
and not only because of the un¬ 
canny resemblance between Ricar¬ 
do Darin (Marcos) to Mamet’s 
alter-ego Joe Mantegna, but also 
Nine Queens spiritual affinity to 
Mamet’s world of sleek and snarky 
grifters, House of Games. 

Shadow economy 

Bielinsky, who only got this 
debut feature financed by winning 
a screenwriting contest, treads 
firmly if subtly with the obvious 
allusions to his country’s current 
financial crisis. At one point a 


man, desperate to cash a large 
check, is locked out of the bank by 
an official who was allegedly a 
friend. At another, Marcos and 
Juan (the boyishly charming Gas¬ 
ton Pauls) are eating in the back¬ 
room of a cheap restaurant when 
a slippery huckster slithers into 
their booth with a large briefcase. 
The case has multiple layers inside 
— the top is phony bank checks; 
the second layer, knockoff watch¬ 
es, Paraguayan “Rolexes”; a third, 
bootleg software; and finally, 
pseudo brand-name cell phones. 
In short, an entire illicit economy 
in one man’s valise. 

The Nine Queens, the film’s 
MacGuffin, are, sadly, not a queer 
reference. They refer to an ex¬ 
tremely rare set of stamps with 
which Marcos and Juan hope to 
eon their way into a small fortune, 
the score of a lifetime. In this 
mano a mano film, sex is a buried 
treasure. Ricardo’s sister Valeria 
(the hot-blooded Leticia Bredice, 
last seen in a very different bed in 
the gay-themed Burnt Money) is 
sexual bait for the con, but these 
guys are really whoring after 
money. Marcos, speaking for a 
lost generation of Argentineans 
struggling to discover where their 
economy went, taunts Juan with a 
seemingly sexual dare in a train- 
station restroom. 


Early music ensembles 

Sing their hearts out 


An English Ladymass and the 
award-winning On Yoolis Night, 
Anonymous 4 has distinguished 
themselves by exquisite singing 
whose purity of tone makes their 
repertoire come alive. The women 
now turn their attention to 
Francesco Landini (1335-1397). 
Born in Florence, Landini tran¬ 
scended childhood blindness from 
smallpox to master singing, play 
several instruments, and serve for 
over 30 years as chief musician of 
the Church of San Lorenzo. He 
was also a poet, and wrote some, if 
not most, of the texts to his very 
personal, highly sensual, two- and 
three-voice polyphonic love songs. 
This is gorgeous, involving music 
whose beauty serves as a healing 
balm in these troubled times. The 
beautifully packaged recording 
comes complete with extensive re¬ 
search by ensemble member Susan 
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“Would you fuck a man for 
10,000 [pesos]?” 

“No,” replies Juan, bristling at 
the thought. 

Marcos raises the stakes of the 
wager, driving home his real 
point. “We’re not fucking faggots! 
We’re fucking investors!” ▼

It takes a village 

1 Stones in His Pockets' at the Curran 


tion now at the Curran Theatre, 
being offered as part of the Best of 
Broadway season, and a somewhat 
unequal replacement for the first- 
announced Cherry Orchard with 
Vanessa and Corin Redgrave. 

Actually, before Broadway au¬ 
diences got to see it, the Magic 
Theatre presented its own pro¬ 
duction of Stones in His Pockets in 
1999. That production still res¬ 
onates favorably, at least for me, 
with much of the credit going to 
Mark Phillips and Kurt Reinhardt, 
who created the collection of Hol¬ 
lywood types and rural Irish folk 
who co-mingle during the loca¬ 
tion filming of a big-budget cos¬ 
tume drama. 

All of what happens on stage is 
seen through the eyes of Charlie 
and Jake, a couple of new mates 
who meet as extras on the movie. 
It’s a story of mostly gentle humor 
and genially warmed-over satire 
that doesn’t seem quite so charm¬ 
ing since its elevation to Broadway 
status. 

Shtick shift 

At the Curran, it is Bronson 
Pinchot and Christopher Burns 
who must deal with the consider¬ 
able challenges of these multi¬ 
character roles. Pinchot has a 


habit of pushing credible cre¬ 
ations into parody, sometimes 
falling into inappropriate shtick 
that reflects his sitcom days. 
Burns’ performance is more 
reigned in, and seems more au¬ 
thentic for it, but the teaming of 
Pinchot and Burns is stylistically 
unstable and cannot keep the play 
from falling into enervating lulls. 

Indeed, Stones in His Pockets 
seems much longer in its current 
incarnation, while the content 
seems less potent. The playwright 
tries to give the play some heft by 
contriving a tragedy to befall the 
village while the movie company 
is in town, but the episode is splat¬ 
tered with false tears. 

That’s another difference be¬ 
tween Stones in His Pockets and 
Greater Tuna. Both make points 
about idiosyncrasies that develop 
in isolated cultures, but the Tuna 
guys know better than to thwack 
you with messages you already 
know. Stones in His Pockets is car¬ 
rying too much dead weight. T

Both plays have only two actors 
who create large casts of colorful¬ 
ly and broadly drawn characters. 

But there are differences as 
well. In Greater Tuna, quick cos¬ 
tume changes help delineate the 
characters. But in Stones in His 
Pockets, the two actors make these 
changes without pausing for any 
external effects. In a moment as 
brief as the blink of an eye, there 
can be a radical change in charac¬ 
ters — from, say, a drunken Irish 
villager to a glamorous Holly¬ 
wood star. It becomes a playful 
challenge for audiences to keep 
straight just who is talking at any 
moment. 

Marie Jones’ play began small¬ 
time in her native Ireland, but had 
qualities that led it to the West 
End and Broadway. Some of those 
qualities come out in the produc-

Geordie Karp, a consulting psy¬ 
chologist specializing in customer 
buying habits. Months of silence 
later, Tammy is considered miss¬ 
ing. 

At first resistant to getting in¬

Griffith pours on the bloody 
gore when these two superpowers 
come face to face, and Aud exacts 
her revenge, fueled by pent-up 
rage, grief, and the simple fact that 
she’s Aud Torvingen, a modern- 
day Zena, and she kicks ass. 

Griffith expertly builds up 
many suspenseful scenes, pouring 
on a rapid-fire plot-line and 
adding just enough reflection and 
personal history to put a human 
face on her protagonist. Atmos¬ 
pherics range from clean air and

* small, picturesque, rural 
English town, is about three 
pals, all over-40 women, who are 
experiencing man trouble or, 
more correctly, lack-of-man trou¬ 
ble. Kate (Andie MacDowell) is a 
headmistress at a private school. 
Molly (Anna Chancellor), di¬ 
vorced four times, is a tres chic 
physician. As for Janine (Imelda 
Staunton), she’s a short, pleasant- 
ly-packed-with-a-few-extra- 
pounds police inspector. 

The trio regularly get together 
and whine about their predica¬ 
ments. The winner with the best 
whine of the day gets a box of 
caramel biscuits to pig out on. 
That “Who knows where the time 
goes?” is being played in the back¬ 
ground is no great surprise. 

Since misery loves company, 
the gals are very content, until 
Kate has sex with a former student 
turned church organist. She meets 
this Jed at a funeral, and immedi¬ 
ately shags him on a tombstone. 
One good orgasm leads to anoth¬ 
er, and eventually the pair decide 
to marry. 

Is Kate out of her mind? Molly 
and Janine wonder. She must be, 
so they better break the frolicking 
twosome up if Kate won’t act 
sanely. 

Imagine Four Weddings and a 
Funeral meets Beaches in this at- 
times witty, often charming 
British import that offers up more 
than a few reasons to view it. 

One, at least for the boys, is the 
young romantic hero played here 
by Kenny Doughty. Hunky, beau¬ 
tiful, and not afraid of wearing his 
heart on his sleeve, socks and box¬ 
ers, he is the ideal lover. And if you 
can fantasize that you’re Andie 
MacDowell getting regularly 
shtupped by him, you’ll have a 
grand old time. 

Another motive is that one of 
the three lead female characters 
turns out to be a lesbian in the last 
10 minutes of the film. I guess we 
should now call this the “Jessica 
Stein Highly-Confused Syn¬ 
drome.” 

Going gay 

Director/writer John McKay, 
who comes equipped with Hugh 
Grant eyes, told me while in New 
York to promote his feature that 
the character who goes gay “had 
unsatisfactory relationships all her

life with men, even though she’s a 
compulsive man-chaser. By sur¬ 
prise, she tries something different 
and quite likes it. That doesn’t 
make her a lesbian. If you want to 
put a label on it, I think she’s prob¬ 
ably not entirely heterosexual. 

“Listen!” he continued. “If you 
ask most women, ‘Did you ever 
kiss a girl?’ some will say yes. And 
then if you go, ‘Would you ever 
kiss a girl?’ quite a few will say, 
‘Yeah. You know, I’ll give it a try 
once or twice.’ If you ask a bunch 
of men if they’d kiss another guy, 
no hands will be in the air.” 

So you believe you’ve created a 
temporary lesbian? 

“Is she going to stay gay?” 
McKay pondered. “Well, she has 
had her eyes opened up to some¬ 
thing, so I think she will take plea¬ 
sures where she can. In truth, I 
don’t care. I’m sort of happy that 
she found a solution that wasn’t 
an obsessive pursuit of what she 
thought she wanted. All three 
women do. The women at the end 
of the film find some level of con¬ 
tentment where they wouldn’t ex¬ 
pect it.” 

Fifteen minutes later, when the 
startlingly attractive Andie Mac¬ 
Dowell sat down for her Q&A, she 
had a different take on the matter. 

“I think maybe she was always 
a lesbian. She just wasn’t ready to 
say she was a lesbian. It’s part of 
her relationship with me in the 
film. But that’s all speculation.” 

I noted that if I had a sex- 
change operation, meeting Andie 
would definitely turn me into a 
lesbian. 


After a moment of looking 
puzzled, she replied, “You’re sweet. 
That took me a minute. I like that. 
Thank you. But can I say real 
quick, because I think your ques¬ 
tion was a really good one, ulti¬ 
mately what the story is about is 
the relationships between these 
three women: how dysfunctional 
they are in the very beginning. 
They’re dependent on each other 
in a very unhealthy way. They’re 
dependent on each other being 
fat, and it’s not a good friendship. 
What happens with Jed is that he’s 
like an angel who comes into their 
lives and changes all three of these 
people forever, and they become 
better people and better friends.” 

Changing the subject to her 
copulating onscreen with 
Doughty, Andie said, “We were 
both kind of shy. In the first love- 
making scene where we make it 
on the tombstone, everything that 
goes across my face is not just 
pleasure. It’s fear, it’s what I’m 
doing, it’s loneliness. It’s all those 
things, and I get to say a great 
comic line: ‘Well, Jed, nice organ!’ 

I mean, how many times do you 
get to do a scene like that? It’s fab¬ 
ulous. It was a little cold. Kenny 
had to expose his little butt.” 

Piping in out of nowhere, 
Great Britain’s newest sex symbol, 
Mr. Doughty, notes proudly: “It 
was colder for me.” 

And that’s another reason to 
see Crush. ▼

1977 & counting 

F or me, 1977 was the year I decided to escape Phoenix, Arizona, 
and if I needed any excuse, it was the constant sight of orange 
groves. Suddenly innocent citrus trees were being made sym¬ 
bols of homophobia by anti-gay crusader Anita Bryant, grinning 
and holding up those frosty glasses of Florida OJ on TV. 

For Randy Alfred, Paula Lichtenberg, Hank Wilson, David Gold¬ 
man and Michael Koehn, curators of the exhibition “Butterflies and 
Oranges” currently showing at the SF GLBT Historical Society’s 
HQ on Market St., and at the Main Library, 1977 was the year that 
transformed San Francisco’s scattered gay tribes into a tight-knit 
community. It’s when gays and lesbians organized an orange juice 
boycott, joined the crusade to allow lesbian mothers the legal right 
to keep their own children, initiated a “Butterfly Brigade” to patrol 
the streets of the Castro, undertook the first impromptu gay march 
from the Castro to City Hall, and finally elected gay leader Harvey 
Milk to the Board of Supervisors. 

To commemorate this era, on Wednesday, May 1, the Historical 
Society will present a screening and panel discussion at the new 
LGBT Community Center, “Oranges, Protests, and Pride,” in which 
lesbian-mother pioneers and a historic film look back at the Spir¬ 
it of 77. The presentation features Jeanne Jullion, the lesbian- 
mother cause c<§l£bre of 1977, who will be speaking on the crescen¬ 
do of political organizing and community building that arose in 
response to orange juice flack Anita Bryant. Also speaking will be 
Christopher Lonc-Marzec, a drag queen featured in Arthur J. Bres- 
san’s rarely seen 1977 film Gay USA, excerpts of which will be 
screened tonight. Paula Lichtenberg, co-chair of the 1977-78 Bay 
Area Committee Against the Briggs Initiative, will serve as Master 
of Ceremonies. It all happens free, 7-9 p.m., in the Rainbow Room 
of the SF GLBT Community Center at 1800 Market St. 

For those interested in how the GLBT Historical Society is fac¬ 
ing the future, be sure to drop into to their big to-do at The Cen¬ 
ter on Thursday, May 2. They will present “A Taste of the Future, A 
Taste of the Past,” a reception to launch the GLBT Historical Soci¬ 
ety’s on-going exhibits at the new SF LGBT Community Center, 
under the curatorial direction of Paul Gabriel. Historical Society 
Executive Director Susan Stryker and the board will also announce 
the organization’s pending merger with the International Museum 
of Gay and Lesbian History (IMGLH), a group that has pledged to 
raise $30 million over the next eight years to build the first world- 
class museum devoted to the gay past. A small sample of the Soci¬ 
ety’s vast holdings — which document every major GLBT social 
movement of the 20th century, and also contain rarities like disco 
drag diva Sylvester’s stage costumes — will be on display in the Rev. 
Yvette Flunder Historical Gallery at The Center. It’s free and open 
to the public, 6:30-8:30 p.m. For more info, visit www.glhs.org.T

bullies into pulp fiction.) Like 
Tarantino, director Isao Yukisada 
obsesses over the absurdities of 
male violence. Sukihara’s prickly 
time with his raging bull of a dad 
shows how Asian reverence for el¬ 
ders can run amok. Dad savagely 
punches son out at the local police 
station and then jokes, “At least 
this saves a trip to juvenile court.” 

Go begins with the velocity of 
a video game, but as Sukihara re¬ 
minds us in his witty narration, 
it’s actually the story of how he fell 
in love. (Kab, 4/30; PFA, 5/2) 

2. Hell House George Ratliff’s 
even-handed documentary of a 
suburban Dallas church’s efforts to 
scare the devil out of its Pentecostal 
flock, Hell House is a curious ac¬ 
count of how the media obsessions 
of pop culture filter down into 
even the most unlikely precincts. 
For the past 10 years, members of 
the Cedar Hill-based Trinity As¬ 
sembly of God Church and affiliat¬ 
ed Trinity Christian School have 
staged a month-long “Hell House” 
around Halloween — treating bus¬ 
loads of Christian kids to a cook’s 
tour of what they fear about the 
modern world, from rave parties to 
abortion on demand, to school 
shoot-outs and alcohol- and Inter¬ 
net-fueled domestic violence. The 
piece de resistance and most offen¬ 
sive of the “exhibits” is a gay man 
on his deathbed from AIDS who 
repents and seeks salvation from 
Guess Who. 

Ratliff smartly refuses editorial 
comment, and instead offers us a 
backstage look at Hell House, 
tracking the trials and fears of the 
show’s computer wiz who lost his 
wife to an Internet romance, a 
stage techie seeking the right 
name for a new date rape drug, 
and students who volunteer for 
the rave scene so they can dance 
and have fun. Finally, a group of 
non-zombielike Dallas teens 
shows up to give the raspberry to 
anti-gay and un-Christian-like in¬ 
tolerance. Hell House is quality 
time spent with folks who failed 
their auditions for Jerry Springer. 
(Kab, 4/28 & 30,5/1) 

3. Dogtown and Z-Boys Stacy 
Peralta provides a kinetic look at 
the Venice, California origins of 
modern skateboarding, complete 
with stunning visuals of the boys 
in motion. (Kab, 4/27 & 5/1) 

4. Truly Human The spartan 
rules of Dogma were never better- 
served than in the tale of a spirit 
who gives two distracted parents a 
second chance at happiness. (PFA, 
4/27; Kab, 4/29; Par, 5/1) 

5. Cet Amour-la A loving look 
at the December/May romance 
between writer Marguerite Duras 
and a young fan. Amazing perfor¬ 
mance by icon Jeanne Moreau, 
whose earlier work is magically on 
display in a 1963 rerelease, Bay of 
Angels. (Kab, 4/25; Par, 4/28) 

6. Rivers and Tides A moving 
visual tone poem to nature’s 
haunting geometry, Thomas 
Riedelsheimer’s doc preserves en¬ 
vironmental sculptor Andy 
Goldsworthy’s ever-vanishing 
“sand castles.” (Kab, 4/28 & 5/2) 


7. Tribute A pop ode to musi¬ 
cians whose destiny is the ego¬ 
bending job of impersonating old 
bands the public still has a han¬ 
kering for in the flesh: Queen, 
Kiss, Judas Priest. (Kab, 4/27 8c 30) 

8. Failan A mix of brutality 
and real sentiment, Failan’s the 
tale of a Korean gangster released 
from jail in time to learn the out¬ 
come of his green-card marriage 
to a young Chinese woman. Di¬ 
rector Song Hae-seong keeps the 
rough edges in his portrait of a 
frontier society, while framing a 
story in which violence and hard¬ 
ship are redeemed by a genuine 
pathos. (Kab, 4/28 8c 29) 

9. Go for Broke A contrast to 
last year’s New York-based e- 
Dreams, Wang Guangli’s docudra- 
ma deals with the trials and tribu¬ 
lations of a Shanghai construction 
firm started by workers laid off 
from a state-run shipbuilding 
company. Having the real workers 
play themselves in a lightly fiction¬ 
alized version of their actual stories 
is a film trick that combines the au¬ 
thenticity of fact with the more sat¬ 
isfying story rhythms of fiction. 

There are priceless moments, 
like the view of workers getting a 
long board up into the third story 
of a condo without using a crane 
or the stairs. There are also painful¬ 
ly funny glimpses of employees, 
used to Communist paternalism, 
having to duke it out in the cut¬ 
throat capitalist world. Particularly 
amusing is a duel between the 
company’s female and rather con¬ 
servative bookkeeper and the free¬ 
wheeling male ego of its spend¬ 
thrift boss. (Kab, 4/25; Par, 4/28) 

10. My Brother the Vampire 
A dark German version of Hell 
House made by folks who can act 
and have a sense of irony. Funny 
look at the curious links between a 
taste for blood and zest for life and 
flesh, the film is a good example of 
how to properly spoof something 
while treating it with respect (aka 
Getting My Brother Laid.) (Kab, 
4/27; PFA, 4/29) 

11. Smokers Only An Argen¬ 
tine-born, Texas-raised, Chinese- 
named director’s first feature, 
Veronica Chen’s Smokers Only 
tracks the misadventures of a pair 
of sexy hustlers who meet at a 
bank machine and carry on a 
bumpy affair across nighttime 
Buenos Aires. (Kab, 4/26 8c 27) 

12. They Came by the Bay 
(short films): Minute Matrimony 
Another view of fast food-style ro¬ 
mance, Berkeley-based director 
Yoav Potash’s sprightly musical 
satire suggests a young Mel Brooks 
with its very Jewish take on the hi¬ 
larious chaos of diversity. A very 
Orthodox wedding suddenly ac¬ 
quires a multiracial chorus line at 
a drive-thru matrimonial business 
located in a converted burger 
palace. Alex Barker of Moraga 
gives a sublimely comic turn as the 
adolescent master of ceremonies, 
with an uncanny instinct for the 
side dishes that make each match 
a treat. Also on the program, 
Prayer, a short by Jay Rosenblatt, a 
memory of 9/11. (Kab, 4/25) ▼

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De-gaying Leopold & Loeb 

Barbet Schroeder's 'Murder by Numbers'

I n North by Northwest, the fey 
Martin Landau is crushing 
Carry Grant’s hand with the 
sole of his right shoe. As Grant be¬ 
gins to lose his grip on Mt.Rush- 
more, just below Lincoln’s nos¬ 
trils, as he and damsel Eva Marie 
Saint seem headed for a nasty cli¬ 
max, a shot rings out, and Landau 
takes the fall in their stead. The 
camera cuts to the park police as 
Grant’s nemesis, James Mason, 
quips, “That wasn’t very sporting, 
using real bullets.” 

Now, a thrill followed by an un¬ 
expected chuckle was in the Hitch¬ 
cock style, but in the new Sandra 
Bullock film Murder by Numbers, 
we get the laugh without the thrill. 
Homicide detective Bullock is 
wrestling with the comely Ryan 
Gosling on a deck hanging over 
the ocean near San Luis Obispo. As 
lady cop and teen killer thrash 
about, pieces of the deck collapse 
around them like a prop stool in a 
Western bar-fight. “My god,” I 
thought, “dry rot.” I’m now laugh¬ 
ing too hard to notice which cute 
body drops to the rocks below — 
as if Lincoln had sneezed. 

An attractive homosexual cou¬ 
ple bet they can commit the per¬ 
fect crime, a random murder for 
which they would appear to lack 
motive. Murder by Numbers is at 
least the fourth film in the past 50 
years to be based on the 1924 
Leopold & Loeb case: Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Rope (1948), Richard 
Fleischer’s Compulsion (1959, with 
Orson Welles), and Tom Kalin’s 
Swoon (1992) all plowed this field.

Palestrina: Soul of Rome - 
Lionheart 

(Koch International Classics) 

Renaissance polyphony fre¬ 
quently induces an elevated, al¬ 
most mystical state of calm, peace 
and reverence in the listener. The 
almost alchemical blend of multi¬ 
ple voices moving in different di¬ 
rections up and down the scale 
while forming a common, prayer¬ 
ful voice rarely fails to open the 
heart. 

Until now, my favorites in this 
genre have included The Tallis 
Scholars’ Western Wind Masses 
(Gimmel), Chanticleer’s Palestrina 
(Teldec), and, from the brink of 
the Renaissance, The Hilliard En¬ 
semble’s Dunstable motets (Vir¬ 
gin). To these recordings is now 
joyfully added Lionheart’s compi¬ 
lation of 16th-century music by 
Giovanni Pierluigi da Palestrina, 
his compatriot Constanzo Festa, 
and Palestrina’s pupil, Tomas Luis 
de Victoria. 

The ensemble sings with an en¬ 
viable, almost angelic smoothness. 
Every note is formed with atten¬ 
tion, every word filled with a belief 
in the transcendent sanctity of the 
sonic tapestry. Well-recorded in 
New York’s Ascension Church, the 
group’s resonant richness makes it 
hard to believe that only six voices 
are involved. That the 14 selections 
are similar in tempo and purpose 
adds to their soul-touching nature. 
Whether listened to in silence by 
candlelight, or used as background 
for massage or meditation, this is 
a wonderful disc. ▼ 


In Rope, the young killers assert an 
almost Nazi-like admiration for 
Nietzsche’s doctrine of the super¬ 
man. In Compulsion, the reality of 
their sexual bond is as explicit as 
the times allowed; and it’s the en¬ 
tire focus of Kalin’s very subver¬ 
sive and very underrated film. 

Surprisingly, Murder by Num¬ 
bers, from the same Barbet 
Schroeder who gave us last year’s 
audacious killer-boy love poem 
Our Lady of the Assassins, both 
heterosexualizes and almost un¬ 
couples the killers, while adding a 
female detective — the newly 
fashionable superwoman cop who 
is saddled with a confederacy of 
dunces. Virtually every man in her 
small-town police department is 
depicted as slow, sexually mali¬ 
cious or merely green, like Bul¬ 
lock’s naive new partner, played 
with considerable stoicism by the 
British actor Ben Chaplin. 

Sexy pair 

Early on, we get hints that Bul¬ 
lock’s cop has a troubled past, and 


something about this case haunts 
her. While Chaplin is quick to find a 
more usual suspect, the high 
school’s dope-dealing janitor (Chris 
Penn), Bullock’s eye turns to a sexy 
pair of pupils, the studious Justin 
(Michael Pitt, who’s brought his 
nerdy ways and bad haircuts along 
from playing a teen killer in Larry 
Clark’s Bully ) and the flirty Richard 
(Ryan Gosling, who electrified au¬ 
diences at Sundance with the explo¬ 
sive sexual and spiritual subtext he 
imparted to the Jewish neo-Nazi 
skinhead Danny in Henry Bean’s 
The Believer.) Pitt and Gosling are 
ripe for their own Leopold & Loeb 
hissyfits — Gosling keeps cradling 
Pitt’s head in his arms as if he were 
about to suggest a good kiss or a 
better haircut—but the homosizzle 
never comes. 

Gosling, who can shift seam¬ 
lessly from wounded little boy to 
smiling psycho in a heartbeat, 
gives us one gorgeous glimpse of 
what could have been a killer of a 
film. Bullock’s been spying on the 
boys with a digital camera when

suddenly Gosling pops up beside 
her parked car. The chemistry be¬ 
tween the 19-year-old Gosling and 
the 30something Bullock is imme¬ 
diate, cemented by a scene where 
he taunts her, she assaults him 
(with the car door), and he reads 
her to filth as a woman who’s had 
bruising encounters with other 
bad boys. Every good noir, begin¬ 


ning with Double Indemnity, gets 
sparks flying between two people 
who are fatally wrong for each 
other. The flames are here, but 
then Lincoln sneezes, and the 
whole film flies out of our head. T

The standard-bearer

Karrnal Knowledge 


H ardly a minute after the 
prize-winning success of 
SeaMen, Titan Media 
scores even more impressively 
with the broad-based appeal of 
Trespass. This master class of 
pomology is remarkable on sever¬ 
al fronts. At four-and-a-half 
hours, Trespass is not only the 
longest porno ever filmed, but is 
arguably the best-filmed, with a 
superb cast having heightened 
mansex in expansive scenes that 
delectably convey a real-time 
reality. 

Trespass has just enough 
story to hang the action 
on, and admirably ac¬ 
complishes this with 
perhaps seven words, at 
most — unless you 
count things like “Slurp,” 

“Moan,” 
and the oc¬ 
casional 
“Yeah, suck 
it, man,” as dialogue. The guys in 
Trespass') ust walk into each other’s 
arms and make out, elaborately — 
two of the movie’s eight scenes are 
three-quarter-hour banquets, 
with the others passing a half- 
hour mark. These unusual time 
spans are easily mandated by the 
quality of sex being performed by 
the expansive cast of 13 rough- 
hewn men having rough-hewn 
sex. Blondes are bounteous 
among them, with a feast of 
champagne-colored body hair 
glinting like gold in the sun. There 
are swarthy brunettes, their dark 
chest-hair highlighted with a ma¬ 
ture sprinkle of gray. There’s even, 
for maximum strength, a skin¬ 
head or two. And the whisker- 
burn potential is deliciously fear¬ 
some — scruff is everywhere 
abundant. The videography that 
brings all this to us is simply gor¬ 
geous. Trespass was filmed at a 
sprawling ranch in the rolling 
countryside of San Luis Obispo, a 
setting so gorgeous all I could 
think of was OklahomaFs spacious 
golden glory. The picture is vivid, 
warm, and detail-etched. Finally, 
the music is minimal, memorable, 
skillfully applied, and the sound¬ 
track nearly audiophile. 



The virtuoso masculine sex of 
Trespass flows nonstop, with a lux¬ 
uriant but assured pace that pro¬ 
pels us toward the twin finales, in 
which the fearsome Dred Scott 
first tops godlike Patrick Knight, 
the rugged top of a previous scene 
who thrillingly rises to Scott’s bru¬ 
tal challenge, and then, in an un¬ 
usual display of romantic sav¬ 
agery, concludes the movie by 
conquering Dan Dirk, with a 
fucking followed by a fisting. 

Piss elegant 

I can’t adequately synopsize 
Trespass without usurp¬ 
ing this section of the 
paper en toto. I can 
only glance off some 
highlights: the un¬ 
quenchable ardor of 
Michael Brandon 
and Jon Galt throws 
the pair into a flip-flop 

_ fuck that 

flaps 

_ Brandon’s 

cock so 

aggressively in your face that you’ll 
flinch as if it was filmed in 3D; two 
successive scenes with Alexandras, 
his huge and hairy pectoral plates 
serving up a feast of fleshy nipple, 
his even fleshier foreskin parting 
for streams of piss in an extended 
display of the dancing waters with 
an even pissier partner; an idyllic 
dream of a watering-hole frolic, 
three golden boys all in a lazy af¬ 
ternoon, with Billy Wild living up 
to his name and yielding the most 
exciting yelps as he’s exhaustively 
fucked by his partners, which in¬ 
clude statuesque Patrick Knight 
— the twin globes of his buttocks 
Midas-touched, and whose royal¬ 
ty is as strikingly clear as Gideon’s 
trumpet — and Tom Daniels, one 
of those strapping, cornfed 
blondes who make your dick as 
tall as an elephant’s eye, a golden 
boy who rides in on a golden 
palomino, and gets gorgeously 
boffed by the regal Mr. Knight and 
the wiry Bruce Warren. Whew! 

Now that I’m getting the long- 
playing scenes I’ve been calling for 
in porn, are they what I wanted? 
Well, definitely, yes. You can really 
settle into these full-length dis¬ 
plays. Yet I don’t want them inter¬ 
rupted for plot points, and that’s 



my only criticism of a movie that’s 
otherwise beyond it. Cutaways 
abound distressingly, particularly 
in the first half. Unbelievably, in at 
least two scenes, the actual MOP 
(that’s Moment of Penetration) is 
appropriated by plot material 
we’ve already been shown and 
which we’re going to see again. 
Any 20-year-old film-school grad¬ 
uate could better apply continuity, 
but, alas, pornographers don’t, as 
a rule, go to film school. Titan 
overcomes this to a greater degree 
than any other company, but still 
not as much as their sophistica¬ 
tion in other areas would warrant. 
Since it’s clear that director Bruce 
Cam understands how the sexual 
scenario is strengthened by the 
lack of dialogue, it’s surprising he 
can’t see how distracting and 
weakening these interruptions are. 

Titan is on the brink of making 
the best porn ever. If they’d only take 
that film course. Even so, the sus¬ 
tained excellence of the sexuality 
and technical craft of Trespass are 
light years beyond any other studio’s 
efforts. The mail-order-only hard¬ 
core edit has a third disc with three 
more hours! of the best bonus good¬ 
ies any company has to offer, in¬ 
cluding a softcore music video and 
a water-sports montage so good 
they should have been in the movie 
itself. So for not much more than 
you’d pay any other company for a 
meager 90 minutes of toss-away sex, 
you’d be a fool not to get something 
as fulfilling as Trespass. ▼
